SANTA, ANA, March 22.—Con- 
struction of Santa Ana’‘s first own- 
your-own apartment building, 
which will tower above any other 
structure in” Orange county, will 
be started in the city of Santa Ana 
at Main street and Washington 
avenue within sixty days.

A study of costes of one of the 


larger new high schools of 
city, built by an open-shop force 
of workmen, shows that the aver- 
age production per man was 1700 
bricks daily, with a cost of about 
$16 per thousand.

PLASTERING COSTS 

Figures gat).ered for plastering 
under open and closed-shop con- 
ditions show similar discrepancies, 
although some difficuity was ob- 
tained by the committee in obtain- 
ing plastering costs on union 
closed-shop jobs, Authoritative in- 
formation, however, shows that 
costs with union crews run from 
68 to 75 cents per yard, as com- 
pared with an average cost of 50 
cents per yard with open-shop 
crews. 

A large church in the city, em- 
ploying union labor, paid 756 cents 
peF yard for its plastering. One 
of the principal contractors of 
Long Beach stated that his union 
plastering costs averaged 68 cents 
‘per yard, with production of about 
forty yards per man per day. 

In contrast with this is the case 
of a mew hospital where average 
Piast costs ran about 68 centa 
per yard, open shop, with the best 
class of plastering used. The plas- 
terers were paid $10 per day. A 
large office building was plastered 
by open-shop men at a cost of 60 
cents per yard for the best and 
most expensive class of plastering. 
In this instance the plasterers re- 
celved $12 per day. An apart- 
ment-house at Long Beach, where 
open-shop rules prevailed, was 
plastered inside and out at an aver- 
age cost of 40 cents per yard, and

Tides Used to Lift Span Out 
of Position 


Traffic Resumed Five Hours 
After Work Started 


for five hours while engineers re- 
moved a center span and floated it 
several hundred feet away by 
means of a pontoon barge, was the 
novel expedient adopted and suc- 
cessfully carried out recently by 
the Uhited Dredging Company for 
the purpose of conveying a large 
dredging steamer to a point con- 
sideratle distance above the bridge, 
The bridge — which the span 
was removed that at Naples 
and extends across Alamitos Bay 
connecting the latter city with Bel- 
mont Shore Place. Immediately 
after the dredging ship floated 
through the opening provided by 
the removal of the span, the lat- 
ter was replaced and within a 
short time traffic over the bridge 
resumed. 
The unique experiment was done 
under the supervision of L. M. 
Ranson, loca! representative of the 
State Highway Commission. and. 
according to the latter, is the first 


of its kind ever un on 
the Pacific Coast. 
NO DIFFICULTY 
Not the slightest mistake oc- 


curred to mar the undertaking. A 
large barge of the common type 
w used a pontoon for the 
purpose floating the center span 
of the bridge. This whs placed 
under the span at 6 a.m. when 
the tide was at ebb. As the tide 
rose the Darge gradually lifted the 
span from the pilings upon which 
it rested until, at full tide, it was 
clear. The barge, which

Millions Will be Spent in 
Valley This Year 


New Gas and Water Mains 
Will Also be Installed 
(LOCAL OCORRIFPONDENCE) 

FRESNO, March 22.—Between 
fve and six million dollars in 
capital wil] be released for de- 
velopment work and service im- 
provements In the San Joaquin 
Valley this year, according to the 
1924 budget of the San Joaquin 
Light and Power Corporation, as 
announced by General Mangger A. 
Emory Wishon. 


Of this sum approximately 
$3,000,000 is for construction work 
and $2,500,000 for labor and ma- 
terials. This expansion program 
includes extensions to serve new 
consumers, additiona] facilities to 
provide better service ughout 
the entire system, such as larger 
and heavier transmission lines 
where needed, more equipment at 
Substations to handle the  in- 
creased power load, enlarged gus 
Plants and extension of mains at 
Merced, Selma and Bakersfield, 
and distribution lines to piace 
power at the cal] of new consum- 


era, 

Growth of the valley is antici- 
pated by this budget, which has 
been outlined to keep in step with 
the expected expansion of busi- 
ness sections and residential dis 
tricts of towns. and cities, and 
growth of farming communities, 
thus ad many new consumers. 
This increase in population and 
progress of the valley will be an- 
ticipated by the bu t plans of

If while motoring through the 
vari-colored mountains and golden 
valleys of Southern California, you 
happen to see a little section of 
San Diego county, in the extreme 
southwestern part of the State, you 
may know that you have reached 
the Fallbrook country. 

Not even the blue Appalachians 
can outrival the color of the moun- 
tains that encircle it, and it is 
doubtful that you will find any- 
where east of the Mississippi a 
more pleasing combination of na- 
ture’s greens, gold and reds than 
what greets your eye here.

Fall- 
brook is the capital of a region ap 
proximately twenty iles square, 
containing some 1800 inhabitants, 
whose earning power is $2,590,000 
a year, or a per capita income of 
$1400 yearly. Fruit, vegetables, 
poultry and honey are its pria- 
cipal products. 


LITTLE FROST 


Falibrook's first climatic claim 
je expressed ,by its slogan, “‘frost- 
less Fallbrook.” In eleven years, 
its average minimum temperature 
has been,51 degrees and its aver- 
age maximum 74 degrees. Due to 
a strong breeze from the Pacific 
Ocean, the thermometer in 4169 
fays has gone ubove 100 degrees 
only thirty-two times, and then 
only for brief periods. 

In 1922, when a sudden freeze 
wrought havoc with orchards 
throughout California, Fallbrook 
was the only region in the State 
where fruit picking was ~»not 
stopped by the State Horticultural 
Commission because of deteriora- 
tion in the quality of the fruit 
caused by the freeze. Due to its 
elevation of from 700 to 1009 feet 
above wea level, the Fallbrook 
eountry has enough moisture to

WORLD TEXTILE 
NEWS IN BRIEF 


A new export organization 
has been fermed among the 
textile manufacturere of Lodz 
under the name of National 
Textile Association for Import 


and ‘Export , The association 
has been incorporated under 
the laws of Poland and most of 


the stockholders are members of 
the National Union of the Textile 
Industry. The corporation will em- 
phasize trade with Russia, Consul- 


‘General L. J. Kena, at Warsaw, 


It is hoped to organize 
a similar corporation in Russia 
and eventually to. merge the two 
into a Polish-Russian trading com- 


pany. 

MARKET 
There has been considerable 
competition tn the vian mar- 
ket for textiles and. orders for 
these product@ are being actively 
competed for by English and Ital- 
lan merchants, who are at the 
present underbidding Americans. 
The market for print goods is in 
the hands of the American manu- 
facturera, but brocades and eimilar 
textiles are sold by the English 
and Italians, according to a 
from Consul C. E, Guyant, Lima. 


BAHAMA COTTON 
Although there is a 25 per cent 
duty preference on cotton goods 
in favor of British products, er- 
ican exporters furnish practically 
all these goods imported into the 
Bahamas. The total imports of 
piece goods into the Bahamas in 
W921 were 1,477,451 yards, valued 
at $140,797, and in 1922, 1,450,000 
yards, valued at $173,085. In 1921 
the United States supplied all of the 
duck, 88 per cent of the piece 
goods and 75 per cent of other cot- 
ton manufactures says Consul L. 
A. Lathrop, Nassau. 


CALCUTTA MARKET 


Thé piece-goods demand in Cal- 
cutta continues to be good, retail 
inquiry from consuming centers be- 


Ling on a larger scale, according to 


a report to the Commerce Depart- 
ment from Trade Commiliasioner 
Spofford. Stocke of imported piece 
goods are steadily decreasing and 
prices in some styles have im- 
proved. Higher rupee exchange 
rates are no doubt helping to effect 
the placement of orders, but goods 
for which the exchange has been 
fixed love before on a low basis 
hardly show any profit. The posi- 
tion in the local mill-made goode 
ig also steadily improving. Sales, 
though not in large quantities, 


‘continue to be favorable and such 


miscelinneous buying is certainly 
helping the mills. If the present 
demand continues the mills may 
bo able to secure better prices 
later on. 


ANTWERP WOOL 
Prices in the Antwerp wool mar- 
ket held firm throughout. the 
month, due to the influence of 
London and other overseas mar- 


kets. Only 507 bales were sold 
until the public sale of November 
27. Offerings of these sales 


}amounted to 4635 bales, of which 
2001 bales were sold at an increase 
of 5 to 10 per cent for medium 
and common cross-breds, compared 
with October. A small quantity of 
merinos was offered, but practi- 
cally none sold. Crogs-bred lambs 
were favoriter. Stocks at the end 
of November were 35198 bales, com- 
pared with 4084 bales at the end 
of October, Consul H. S.. Fuljerton, 
Antwerp, reports. 


LATVIAN WOOL 


The Latvian midsuminer census 
of 1928 places the numtLer of sheep 
at 1,461,000, agaimet 1,161,000 in 
1922 and 960,000 in 1913, Consul 
John P. Hurley reports from Riga. 
Since these figures include lambs, 
it is estimated that 1,000,000 sheep 
bear fleeces, the average weight of 
which is about 2.7 pounds, mak- 
ing an annual production of about 
2,700,000 pounds. Imports of wool 
in 1922 were 864,864 pounds, while 
in the first six months of 1923 they 
amounted to 739,200 pounds. This 
would indicate a consumption of 
3,500,000 pounds, of which it is 
estimated. that fully 1,500,000 
pounds are used in the home and 
small country plants. Approxi- 
mately 300 looms are employed in 
all the mills of Latvia, with an es- 
timated output of 7500 to 8000 
yards per day. Riga mills produce 
about 1,000,000 yards of cloth a 
year and about 1,500,000 pounds of 
yarn. . 
WELLINGTON WOOD 

The first wool sales of the 1923- 
24 season were held in Wellington, 
N. Z., November 19, and of the 
12,896 bales offered fully 99 per 
cent were sold at auction or imme- 
diately afterward. Woo] growers 
are fairly well satisfied with the 
results and a good season is antici- 
pated. Prices obtained were 1% 
pence to 2 pence per pound higher 
than those prevailing at the closing 
sale of last eeason. Practically all 
the wool sold was of the new clip 
and, due to a wet season, was in 
very good condition. Buyers from 
almost all the consuming countries 
were on hand, says Consul J. C. 
Hudeon. 


NEW HENEQUEN DAW 

A law recently passed by the 
State Legislature of Yucatan, Mex- 
ico, ahd published in the Diario 
Oficial on December 11, 1923, per- 
mits the State to requisition and 
expropriate abandoned henequen 
plantations upon the petition of 
Socialist labor unions or associa- 
tions of field laborers, with the 
object of the continuance in culti- 
vation, agricultural improvement, 
and financial rehabilitation of these 
plantations. 

CHINESE HORSEHAIR 

The horsehair exports to the 
United States from Mukden and 
Newchwang amounted to 169,671 
pounds, valued at $119,772, during 
1922, and increased to 197,720 
pounds with a value of $158,418 in 
1923.

“Approval of the basis for such 
issues would thus have been given 
the local real estate board, the 
National Home Loan Bank and the 
Federal Reserve Bank. 

“A plan such as this would not 
freeze up the liquid assets of the 
bank making the loan, as an out- 
let is always available, as afore- 
said, to turn in into cash.

DRYERS ARE 
INSTALLED 
IN PLANTS 
Dehydration Process Units 
Operating in Gypsum 
Firm’s Establishment 


The advancement in dehydration 
in the last few years has now en- 
tered the Los Angeles industrial 
field in the drying of plaster board. 
gypsum building tile, lumber and 
similar articles where moisture is 
to be removed. 

There are now in Los Angeles 
two modern drying kilns known as 
the Chapman Common Sence De- 
hydrators. One operating at the 
Klinch Lath Corporation, Fifty- 
thire and Alameda, and a second 
has just been completed for the 
Pacific Gypsum Tile Company lo- 
cated in the new City Terrace In- 
dustrial Tract. 

The new method ueed in these 
dryers ae different from 
other used for drying 
materials. Ninety per cent of the 
air is recirculated and reheated 
One hundred per cent of the heat 
unite are used in these kilns under 
the new process. A large fan 
drives the air at the rate of one 
thousand feet per minute through 
and around the articles to he 
dried The articles or material 
enters the cool end of the tunnel 
and are gradually advanced to the 
where the highest de- 
gree of temperature is reached, 
then it slowly moves on to the fin- 
ishing end where the temperatures’ 
are thirty to forty degrees lower 
and the humidity ts greater. The 
results are low tempera and 
high humidity to start, high tem- 
perature and low humidity in the 
center and low temperature and 
high humidity at the finishing end. 


CANADA’S WATER POWFR 

OTTAWA—Canada has for mahy 
years been a pioneer in water- 
power development: in size of 
plants, size of units, greatest 
transmission spans, greatest area 
of distributon and greatest output 
of a single concern, she holds or 
has held the records.

Employment in manufacturing 
industries in the United States in- 
sreased 1.2 per cent in February 
—this being the f'rst general in- 
crease since June, 1923—-as shown 
by preliminary figures presented 
by the United States Department 
of Labor through the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics.

COTTON BEDSPREADS 

The manufacture of cotton bed- 
kpreads in Southern, Italy is con- 
trolled by a corporation owning 
thirteen mills. During 1923, this 
company produced 275.000 bed- 
spreads, a considerable decline 
from the 1922 output of 470.000 
bedspreads. Ordinarily two kinds 
of spreads are made, those with 
a fringe and those without. They 
may be white or colored, blue and 
red being the most popular, but 
sometimes mixed colar schemes are 
used. Prices at the factory range 
from $2.73 to $6.46, depending 
upon the fineness of the thread 
and the addition of a fringe. Prior 
to 1922, bedspreads were mar- 
keted direct or sold to independ- 
ent exporters in Naples, but now 
the corporation has its own sel]. 
ing agente in the United tes 
and South America, its chief mar- 
kets. Declared exports of hed-’ 
spreads from Naples to the United 
States amounted to 56,257 spreads 
worth $163.525 in 1923, according 
to Consul-General Homer M. By- 
ington of the State Department. 


CANADIAN IMPORTS 


Imports of wool and woo! man- 
ufactures into Canada during 1923 
were valued at $48,609,319, a gain 
of $5,587,287 over those of 1922. 
Raw wool imports amounted to 
21,098,987 pounds worth $7,227,- 
180. Of the total imports during

|GEN. NIVELLE DIES IN PARIS 


Commander of 


French at Verdun Succumbs After 
Pneumonia Attack 


Gen. Nivelle had been ijl only 
a few days. He had contracted a bad 
cold which developed into pneu- 
monia. He was 67 years of age. 
Gen. Nivelle, brought to the no- 
tice of the world by the battle of 
erdun, was regarded simply as 
a good artillery officer before the 
war. There were so many good 
artillery officers that Niveille was 
still a colonel when the world con- 
flict began. 

First'as a general of brigade and 
‘later as a general of division in the 
fall of 1915, Nivelle had proved his 
capacity for one of the most im- 
portant comnmiands on the west- 
ern front by his brilliant campaign- 
ing, was the natural choice 
of the General Staff to continue 
the work begun by Gen: Petain be- 
fore Verdun when the latter was 
moved to a higher command. 
Born at Tulle, October 15, 1856, 
Nivelle came of a family of sol- 
diers. His paternal grandfather 
went through the campaign of the 
frst Empire, retiring ag a lieuten- 
ant standard-bearer, while his 
father was a captain in the reg- 
ular army and a colonel of the 
National Guard at Dunkirk. ‘ 
Nivelle went through the Poly- 
technic School, the Fontainebleau 
Artillery School, and the Superior 
War College.

PARIS, March 22.—Gen, Robert George Nivelle, who commanded 
the French troops at Verdun during the European war, is dead. 


[In July, 1914, still with the rank 
of colonel, he commanded the 
Fifth Regiment of Artillery at 
Besancon, at the head of which 
he distinguished himself in the 
early stages of the war and won 
several citations. 


His regiment took a brilliant 
part in the Battle of the Marne, 
whereupon Nivelle was made a 
grand commander in the Legion 
of Honor. Still a colonel com- 
manding artillery om the line of 
the Aisne, he was described as 
“the most accomplished type of 
commanding officer’ by an enmi- 
nent literary man writing for a 
London newspaper. “Tail, robust, 
an intrepid horseman, with a fine 
head and a noble expression; 
somewhat grave, quiet, and with 
an astonishing calm and self-pos- 
session under fire, he is respected, 
admired and adored by his men.” 

Gen. Nivelle left to no one else 
the duty of reconnoitering the 
enemy and judging the effects of 
the fire of his batteries on therr 
trenches. Shells were always the 
thickest where Nivelle was stand- 
ing, and all his men realized that 
none of them were as much ex- 

as he. Officers around him 
instinctively lowered their heads 
when the screeching of a_ shell 
was heard, but Nivelle’s head 
never was bowed.

Latter Reject Theory Upon 
“Unnecessary” Ground 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, March 22.—‘The 
remarkable advances of modern 
science have made the miracles of 
yesterday commonplaces, and I 
reject the claims of modernists 
\that the Virgin birth ‘of Christ is 
a scientific impossibility,” Rev. J. 
R. Straton, pastor of Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, declared tonight in 
the third of a series of five fun- 
dainentalist - modernists debates 
with Rev. C. F. Potter, pastor of 
West Bide Unitarian Church. 

Dr. Stratton upheld the affirma- 
tive on the quegtion: “Resolved, 
That the miraculous birth of Jesus 
Christ is a fact and that it is an 

ntial Christian doctrine.” He 
{invoked science to uphold his 
thesis that in the absence of final 
laws of natural phenomena the 
doctrine of the virgin birth was 
to be accepted as a miracie. 

The actual possibility of the mir- 
acle might even be proved by fu- 
ture scientific researches, he in- 
timated.

Dr. Potter confined himself to 
an attempt to prove that the vir-

of the Christian religion. He in-

{of the laws of natural phenomena. 
Recent revolutionary discoveries in 
biology and bio-chemistry, he went 
on, made it impossible to gainsay 
the possibility of parthogenesis 
among higher mammals. 


MIRACLES NECESSARY 


Turning te the religious aspect 
of the question, he said, “that he 
believed the virgin birth was ‘a 
and should be accepted as 
such,” that there were not only 
good gromnds for believing that 
miracies were possibie, but that “in 
an infinite universe, ruled by a 
living God, they are necessary and 
inevitable ” 

Weighing historical evidence, Dr. 
Straton said he found facts prov- 
ing the virgin birth “unusually 
clear, specific, trustworthy and in- 
deed overwhelming.” 

He quoted long sections of the 
Gospels of Matthew and Luke and 
from other sections of the

HARBOR SURVEY | 
ENDED BY BOARD 


Army Engineers Leave After 
Trip to Newport 


Definitely Approve Two of 
Port Projects — 


Reversal] of Findings Held to 
be Unlikely 


In full possession of material 
that will determine the future of 
Los Angeles Harbor the Army 
Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors is today homeward bound 
for Washington. It wound up its 
tour of inspection here yesterday 
with a visit to Newport Harbor, 
Vrange county. 

Brig.-Gen, Harry Taylor, senior 
officer; Capt. F. T. Chambers, at- 
tached to the board by the Navy 
Department in an advisory capaci- 
ty, and Maj. Gordon R. Young, con- 
sulting engineer on port facilities, 
left last night via San Francisco, di- 
Vision headquarters, and Stockton, 
where they will spend two days 
reviewing an intricate problem 
which must be decided with refer- 


cations. Col. Henry C. Newcomer, 
Col. F. C. Boggs, Lieut.-Col. John 
F. Slattery and H. W. Dobbs, as- 
sistant engineer and secretary of 
the board, leave today for the 


Those most closely tn touch with 
tts board during its stay here 
feel that the facts and figures sub- 
mitted, the arguments heard and 
the territory covered made an im- 
Pression from which the best of 
results may be hoped. Gen. Taylor 
himself epoke in praise of the way 
in which thé case had been pre- 
sented. 
SILENT ON THREE 

The board placed itself definite- 
ly in favor of two of the five 
projects submitted, namely, deep- 
ening of the Los Angeles inner 
harbor entrance, up to and inelud- 
ing the turning basin, and dredg- 
ing in the West Basin of los An- 
geles Harbor. On the other three 
—deepening Cerritos channel be- 


lee harbors, extension of the 
kwater, and dredging in Los 
Angeles Harbor of an approach to 
the 147-acre tract at the west side 
of the harbor—it gave no indica- 
tion of its attitude. 

Seeley W. Mudd, chairman of 
the Planning Commission and him- 
self an engineer, told the board 
Friday night at the California 
Club that he considered the e¢z- 
tension of the breakwater the most 
important project up for decision, 
because, in his opinion, on the 
adequacy of the breakwater de- 
pended everything to be placed un- 
der its shelter. Inferentially, Maj. 
E. D. Ardery, district. engineer 
here, is known to have reported 
favorably on extension. His re- 
port which has not been made 
public, constitu*ed the subject mat- 
ter which the board came here to 
fnvestigate a’ first hand. 

Col. Slattery told yesterday what 
the nature—not the purport-—of 
the final refort will be, as sub- 
mitted to Congress, possibly next 
month. 

“Our report,” he sald, “if ap- 
proved by the chief of engineers, 
Gen. Anson H. Beach, will tell 
Congress what we recommend 
within the bulkhead and pierhead 
lines already laid down.

CALEXICO, Mareh 22.—Gov. 
Abelardo Rodriguez of the north- 
ern district of Lower California 
today suspended the order previ- 
ously issued by him requiring ali 
foreigners entering Mexicali to 
register at the customhouse. The 
order was lifted just as suddenly 
as it was promulgated on i § the 
6th inst. Crowds of people were 
in line taking their turn at the 
registration clerk when the an- 
nouncement was made that no 
more registrations would be re- 
quired. It was unofficially ascer- 
tained that nearly 30,000 persons 
had been registered in the eight- 
een days that the order had been 
in effect. This number included 
the same persons several! times 
over, as hundreds of people re- 
siding in Calexico and Imperia! 
county have had more less busi- 
ness iff Mexicali, requiring their 
presence there. It was announced 
that the purpose of the registra- 
tion plan had been accomplished 
and there was no further jpeason 
for cantinuing the practice. Gov. 
Rodriguez indicated that he want- 
ed to know just how bad Mexicali 
is In the opinions of the persons 
visiting there and each one who 
was registered was questioned on 
his return to the international lihe 
as to what he thought of Mex- 
icali and the asserted vice condi- 
tions there. 

Whether truthfully, or not, hun- 
dreds of persons, including men 
and women, have told the Mexi- 
can officials that they had seen 
nothing “terribly bad” in Mexi- 
cali and this information has been 
transmitted by Gev. Rodriguez to 
Mexico City for the benefit of the 
Federal government officta:s. 

At the time Gov. Rodriguez is- 
sued the order requiring registra- 
tion, he announced that he was 
endeavoring to aid the American 
Officials in making tt difficult for 
persons who had not legitimate 
business in Mexicali to visit there 
and thus keep them away from 
any vice thet might be present.

DAMS ARE PLANNED 
’ A small earth dam, with a con- 
crete core is planned to create a 
reservoir to control the § run-off 
from Thompson Creek, which 
drains an area of about three and 
a half uare miles. 

For Dalton Canyon a mul- 
tiple arch dam, 140 feet high, is 
planned to impound 1250 £acre 
feet of water. This construction 
is designed to relieve the terri- 
tory from the mouth of the canyon 
to the Baldwin Park section from 
the menace of floods pouring out 
of the Big Dalton. 

A drainage area of thirteen 
square miles lies behind Big Santa 


is planned to hold the discharge 
of& this district in sufficient con- 
trol to protect the valley between 
Arcadia and Monrovia. Coarse 
gravels above the Raymond dike 
will be charged from the result- 
ant reservoir, and the water lev- 
els in wells in the neighborhood of 
Arcadia, Sierra Madre, .

WANTED BIG JOB 
“After we had finished 
bungalow we were ambitious to 
attempt a Wigger job What we 
wanted to do was bulld a house.

In other 
words, provision had been made 
for equipment and material, but 
we hadn't any place to put it! We 
were all dressed up and no place 
to go.”’ 

It was the story of the houses 
built by that ambitious trade in- 
structor and his boys that took 
me to Riverside and I was eager 
to hear, from his own lips, the 
way his problem had been solved. 

“It's a long tale, but presently 
the women’s club came to our ree- 
cue,” he explained. “They were as 
interested in makifg self-support- 
ing citizens as we were, and they

in the program. They bought us a 
lot, and we accepted it with the 
understanding that the money in- 
vested should be returned to them 
when the lot was sold. 

“We Yegan with a five-room 
bungalow and the class did every 
bit of the work. The boys mixed 
and placed the concrete for the 
foundation and they put in the con- 
crete floors of the garage. 


DID ALL THE WORK 

“I was specially interested in 
having them do the finishing work, 
as well as all the framimg and out- 
side work. You see, what we are 
trying to develop is a thorough 
knowledge of every part of the 
job, so that a boy may do fine in- 
side finishing work, as well as 
raugh jobs. The boys made the 
window frames and the screens, 
did the lathing, laid the hardwood 
floors, and put in the  built-in- 
features. We have up-to-date ma- 
chines but we are laying special 
emphasis on fine hand-work. 

“When the house was finished, 
we put it up for sale. It created 
quite a bit community interest. 
The critics came along to ‘look for 
flaws, but were willing enough to 
admit that it was as good and 
workman-like a job as there was 
to be found in § Riverside. of 
course, the plumbing, painting and 
interior decoration were done by 
professionals.” 

In due time the house was sold 
and the club women were paid the 
money they had put into the lot. 
And not only was it sold promptly, 
but at a profit and at a price such 
as other houses in that neighbor- 
hood were commanding. 


FUND IS UTILIZED 


The profit made on the transac- 
tion was then put into a fund cre- 
ated to meet the carpentry pro- 
gram. When school opened in 
September another lot was bought 
and during the school year of 1922 
a second house was built. That, 
too, was sold at a profit and the 
fund swelled. 

When I went to Riverside to see 
Mr. Wilson the secretary at Poly- 
technic High School directed me to 
Larchwood street, and there I 
found him at work with his boys.

In the last three years more than 860 
employees have been dismissed from the 
government internal revenue service for 
crdokedness and dishonesty.

ENEFITS OF PROHIBITION 

“The country which got the most out 
of the war was the United States of Amer- 
ica,” said Lioyd George in a recent address 
in Brighton, Eng. “It got prohibition.” 
He told the audience of his experiences 
in going about in the United States—how 
be found great buildings that had been 
used as distilleries now housing automobile 
factories; former breweries serving a3 
warchouses for woolen goods. 
Viscount Astor was quoted in a recent 
issue of the Christian Science Monitor as 
stating that alcoho! is decreasing the indus- 
trial efficiency of Great Britain and is delay- 
ing the return of prosperity to Europe. 
In private conversations Lioyd George 
and other British statesmen have told 
American travelers, in their opinion, the 
suppression of alcoholic liquor manufacture 
in the United States is the greatest single 
advancement in the history of civilization. 
Prohibition went into effect in the United 
States in the first instance se & war-time 
measure on July 1, 1918. It became a part 
of the organic lew of the coustry on Janu- 
uary 1, 1919. 
The attempt to enforce its provisions has 
been the most gigantic task ever attempted 
in agy country at any time in history. 
There have been times since the enact- 
ment of the law when the outlook was dis- 
couraging; when it seemed as though drink- 
ing bad increased rather than decreased; 
when it seemed doubtful whether the at- 
tendant results of flouting the law and the 
Constitution had not wreaked more harm 
than could possibly result from an enforced 
prohibition. 
The tide is surely turning, however. The 
experience of peace officers and court offi- 
clals is that the sale of bootleg liquor is 
gradually decreasing. 
It ts safe to say that the majority of pur- 
chasers of contraband liquor are in search 
of adventure rather than alcoholic stimu- 


jlant. Half the people who buy do so more 


because it is forbidden than because it sat 
isfies an actual need or desire. 

In due course of time the edge and zest 
of this adventurous thrill) will wear off. 
Liquor buying will then return to the status 
of an actual commercial transaction and 
would-be purchasers will be faced With the 
hproblem whether it ie worth while to pay 
enormous and excessive prices for an in- 
ferior article. And so prohibition will come 
to pass a6 an-actuality. 

In that day it will be possible to measure 
the benefits of prohibition. This is not to 
say that great benefits are not already as-

The American loan not only saved the 
immediate situation for the French: it gave 
an object lesson to the enemies of France 
who were making a concerted drive on 
French finances. The German-Americans 
in this country sold the franc short to the 
extent of several million dollars; and its 
rapid recovery has caught them short in 
turn. They have suffered heavy financial 
loss without accomplishing their purpose. 
Perhaps it will be a lesson to them. Per- 
haps they will finally learn that things be- 
gun out of a motive for revefige seldom 
turn out well. 


Now the scene shifts from France to Ger- 


‘many. The Germans have taken heart 
since they have seen the collapse of French 
finance and their press is again assuming 
its old arrogant tone. They now say that 
they will not consent to the sacrifices en- 
tailed by the findings of the commission of 
experts. They will not egree to turn their 
railroads over to a commission as a guar- 
‘abty of payment of reparations. One wide- 
ly read néwspaper says. “Rather will we 
fisk another war witb France.” 


Such tacties on the part of the Germans 

will avail them nothing. The powers thet 
united to win the World War are not mind- 
ed to permit the Germans to evade making 
good the losses they inflicted on French 
aod Belgian agriculture and industry. What 
they destroyed they must replace. Germany 
asked repeatedly for a committee of experts 
to investigate her ability to pay. That com- 
mission has made its invcetigations and its 
report will sbortly be published. 
_ If Germany refuses to accept. she must 
assume the consequences. The Allied pow- 
ers are not saying what they are going to 
do. They do not utter vain threats. They 
consider each phase of the controversy as 
it arises and act accordingly. 

Germafiy has accused France of being 
‘unfair, of desiring not reparations, but con- 
quest. The test of Germany's fairness will 
come when the recommendations of the 
commission of experts are made known. If 
France accepts the recommendations of her 
late allies she may rest assured that they

| Construction work on the new 
$1,500,000 Central Public Library 
to be built on Normal Hill will 
start within a short time and will 
be well under way by summer, City 
Librarian Perry yesterday reported 
to the City Council in a communi- 
cation received at the City Hall.

Fallacy Shown 
by RadioDigest 


The attitude of the Music Pub-

task by the Radio Digest in its re- 
cent comment on the broadcasting 
of phonograph artists. “Instead vf 
withurawing in tear the 
ever-growing competition afforded 
by radio, igstead of trying tu nelht 
it unfairly either in business or by 
misinterpretation of law,’ the Di- 
maintains, “the phonograph 
industry, as represented by the Co- 
lumbia Graphophone Company of 
New York, has applied succesr?--!- 
ly, it is said, a sales method based 
on the impetus given popular songs 
by the sairphone.” 

The prime factor itn the new | 
Policy of the new company is the 
broadcasting of songs and the like 
as given by famous artists in the 
recording studios of the concern 
by means of connection with Sta- 
tion WEAF, American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, New 
York, every Tuesday and Thursday 
evening from 9%:15 to 9:30 o'clock. 

Advertisements announcing the 
broadcasting of the performances 
of noted artists are a part of the 
campaign. What effect the policy | 
of the pnonugraph company will: 
have on that of the National As-| 
sociation uf Composers, Authors 
and Publishers is considered prob- 
lematical, but it is believed that}; 
the latter's course would be modi- 
ned or rectifed were that of the 
phonograph interems studied and 
appled. 

From Trinidad, Colo., comes an- 
other bomb to put under the claims 
of the Music Publishers’ Associa- | 
tion in the form of a letter from. 
a woman who induced her local 
piano dealer to provide the broad- 
casting station with a plano, think- 
ing it would aid him considerably 
in his sales. At the end of two 
inenths she stepped into his store 
to learn the results of her experi- 
ment. His piano business had not 
expanded, but’ his sheet music 
sales had increased 500 per cent 
due entirely to the fact that the 
songs had been put on the air. 
Every number presented at the 
station precipitated a demand for 
the selection, and he found it a 
difficult matter to keep abreast of 
his requirements. In fact, his stock 
of some numbers feil four months 
behind his orders.

Politics Breed Uncertainty in 
Various Centers 


Well Sustained Business in 
Many Lines Reported 


Prices Are Stabilized With 
Outlook Cheerful 


Trade is good in some spots, fair 
in most instances, while in others 
it is undeniably slow, writes Frank 
Greene in his monthly survey of 
business conditions in the March 


“General characterization,” he 
says, “is difficult notwithstanding 
that most measures of movement 
show a big, though not in all cases 
a record volume. There is no 
great onward sweep such as was 
seen, say a year ago, nor such as 
was witnessed on the rebound 
from the disastrous coal _ strike 
embargo in the autumn of 1922.” 

Mr. Greene pointe out that “in 
seme cases the volume or value" 
of trade does not show the full 
normal! growth that should come 
with the yearly growth in popula- 
tion. Part of this is due to its 
being a sort of slackwater period, 
with all that this implies in the 
way of winter buying having about 
been finished while spring buying 
at retail is yet to develop.

CAPTURED GARDNER 


Perhaps the most noted criminal 
Bludworth has captured in recent 
years was Roy Gardner, who held

000. Biludworth captured him sin- 
gie-handed in a ravine close to 
the Stratford Inn in Del Mar, and 
recovered the money.. Gardner 
was prepared, but Bludworth 
stuck a gun into his ribs so men- 
acingly that Gerdner made no 
attempt to use the weapon he car- 
ried. Yet Gardner's ‘subsequent 
history proved him a dangerous 
man in any company.

Biudworth took him 
to the Stratford Inn for supper, 
lut was convinced he was merely 
seeking an opportunity to escape 
and never gave him a chance.

work. Often I saw them laugh! 
They were a stupid tot, and it took 
a long time to get them to under- 
stand what was wanted. I think 
a good many of them were hurt 
in taking the scene at the fort 
which we built in the desert. 

BOSCO IN PERSON 
“Speaking of my strolls through 
the Algerian towns with other 
members of the company, we found 
that the flutes and tom-toms were 
as a rule in honor of a birth or 
a wedding, or sometimes for the 
dances of the Ouled-Nails or «4 
Dervish dancer. One of these Der- 
vieh we came on one 
night was dancing with live snakes. 
Suddenly he stopped gyratin, cut 
up his snake, and ate it! Agother 
Dervish let a snake crawl down 
his throat. All the Arabs watch- 
ing it crossed themselves religious- 


ly. 
“We saw very few women, those 
that we saw outside of the Ouled- 


Nails were the Moorish women with 


their vells and all tin white, re- 
minding one of the Ku Klux Kian 
or of something that would make 
you run on a dark night. The poor 
women of the nomad classe are 
They do all 


they call the fringe of the desert. 
The mountains are on one side in 
the distance, and it is here you 
see the most gorgedus sunsets. The 
Arabs call them the Rouge moun- 
taine on account of the beautiful 
rosy glow. 


WHAT ABOUT SATURDAY 

“The hotel at Turgurt, which is 
located on an oasia, is a quaint 
plece. It has no electric lights, 
and you must use candles, while 
the fireplaces smoked us out when 
we tried to light them. There 
were no baths except a general 
one, and you had to book a bath 
many hours ahead te be sure of 


a bath when we came in from 
working on the desert. By the 
way, | want to do the upper-class 
Arabs one bit of juatice: they seem 
as clean as ourselves. 

“We went out into the desert 
in caterpillar cars. They are open 
motor-busses which use the cater- 
pillar tractor device for getting 
over the sand hills. It was lke 
going to sea in a ship, and is 
really delightful sensation if you 
don't get seasick.” 

Naturally everybody is interesfed 
in the Ouled-Nail dancing girls 
of the Biskra coffee houses, and 
Miss Windsor told me a good deal 
about them. 

“A number of these girle appear 
in the picture,” she explained. 
“They aren’t much Mke our giris, 
certainly, in that they didn’t 
crave to be film t was 
too much like work for them. 
However, they were made to do 
it, We went to see some of them 
ae one night in a Biskra coffee 


use. 

“The first thing that happened 
was that Bert Lytell, who was in 
the party, made a great hit with 
one of the dancing.girls, who ran 
up and threw her arms around 
his neck! Poor Bert! I can see 
him blushing yet! 

LOVH’S AWAKENING 

“T had been told these dances 
were exceedingly risque, and that 
I should be shocked, but having 
séen the hula I thought I was 
immune. I was innocently watch- 
ing the girlie dance when sudden- 
ly. without warning, they threw 
aside their one simple garment! 
Even Montagu Love was covered 


and I never insisted on going to 
another coffee house in the eve- 
ning. 

“One of the dancing girls who 
worked for the company took a 
great fancy to me I think be- 
cause I fed her on caramel! chews, 
and she invited me to her home in 
the etreet of the Ouled-Nails. A 
party of us went along, including 
our Arab guide and Rosemary 
and other women of our 


gro our way into «a 
dark entry of the mud house, 
found a mud  —stairway, badly 
broken, which we climbed with 
the greatest difficulty, and at last 
emerged in the reom of the 
dancer. The girl greeted us most 
kindly. We couldn't sit down be- 
cause there were no chairs or 
other furniture, only a@ rug or 


it. Certainly we felt the need of 


itwo. A mattress was rolled up in 


with confusion! We left hurriedly, 


the corner, and a goatskin filled 
with water hung on the wall. 
“All these houses are indescrib- 
ably filthy, especially as to the 
roofs, as there is absolutely no 
sanitary arrangement of any 
kind. We chatted a while with 
the girl through our interpreter, 
andthe girl seemed glad to have 
us there. 


IN SECRET SORROW 


“As we were coming out of the 
place, we heard a loud sound of 
weeping. We looked across at an 
adjoining apartment, and there, 
silhouetted against the sky, by the 
window, two women, an older one 
and a dancing girl, folded in each 
other's arms, were crying as if 
their hearts would break. We 
wondered what was the story back 
of it all, and whether they were 
mother and daughter. 

“We met many noted and intel- 
ligent Arabians, including the 
Keaid of Chetna. He lived in a 
two-story mud house, and serv 
us coffee every day in his living- 
room. It was made as cosy as 
possible with beautiful rugs, but 
was dark and damp and cold, as 
there were no windows. 

“Also the head teacher of the 
schoo] at Biskra—e really nice, 
up-to-date building, by the way— 
was a fine, intelligent young 
Arab, who asked me to write to 
him when I left. He seemed 
eager to learn about the outside 
world. The children, dressed in 
their funny robes and burnouses, 
were chanting parts of the Koran 
when we came in.” 


JUST OPENERS 


It seems that sheiks are only the 
jacks in the deck over there. The 


kaids and the pashagas are far 
above them in rank, and these 
dwell in comfortable houses, 


sometimes in very fine ones, with 
all sorts of modern improvements. 

“Pashaga Ben-Ganah enter- 
tained us at his beautiful home— 
but we didn’t see any of the wo- 
men of his harem. It isn’t con- 
sidered etiquette even to inquire 
after a wife's health,” explained 
Miss Windsor. “But I felt femi- 
nine eyes peeping at me from the 
latticed windows above the living- 


room. 
“We used several Arabian 
horses in the picture, including 


one owned by Pashaga Ben- 
Ganah, who etipulated all sorts of 
things about the care of the 
precious animal. The horse was 


outfitted with a handsome high 
saddle in red leather embroidered

There 
are dancing girls, music of flutes 
and tom-toms, and a hired chief 
mourner who chants and howls. 
The chief mourner of Biskra is a 
busy person, apparently. We saw 
one, one morning, doing some 
high-power mourning at a fune- 
ral. That night, at the hotel, 
he appeared in the big courtyard, 
and spent two cheerful hours or 
s0o—as long as anybod~ stayed to 
watch him—sticking needles 


ed |through his cheeks and live coals 


in his armpits. 

“But please let me tell you 
something. These dervishes who 
do these painful stunts are al- 
ways given hasheesh or some 
other drug before they perform! 

“All the mative Arabs are beg- 

re. Particularly the children. 

ne little bootblack seemed to 
have some English 
hrases by note, though he proba- 
ly didn’t know what they meant. 
He used to call out to us: ‘Good 
Hédpe you well! Black 
Bert Latell taught 
him to say: ‘Black your boets! 
Black your eye!" That youngster 
will probably use that expression 
on the wrong man some day!’’

CLASSICS IN THE MAKING 


The International Book . Review 
has just completed a unique poll to 
determine what ite readers consid- 
er the best ten books published 


since 1900. In answer to an edi- 
torial invitation extended last 
July, 1753 readers sent in their 


votes, each naming the ten books 
of the present century that stand 
highest in their esteem. The votes 
for each author and title were 
carefully tabulated In a card-cata- 
log as they came in, and the final 
returns show that these 1753 per- 
sons, far from agreeing on any 
ten, have cast their ballots for no 
less than 1201 authors and 2164 
different books. 

Certain books, however, have 
gradually forged ahead in the race, 
though some of the favorites have 
encountered exciting ups and 
downs. The ten that finally re- 
ceived the highest number of votes 
——the winners in this widespread 
election — beginning with ‘The 
Outline of History” and “The Four 
Horsemen of the Apocelypse,”” may 
be seen in the list displayed in the 
middie of this page, with the vote 
east for each. 

Authors who have 
one popular book tq 
brought out a scattered vote. For 
instance, Booth Tarkington drew 
342 votes for all his books to- 
gether, but only 109 for any single 
book—‘‘Penrod.” The ten at- 
thors receiving the highest total 
vote thus give a slightly different 
list. It is as follows: 

H,. G. Wells, V. Blasco Ibanez, A. 
8S. M. Hutchinson, Winston Church- 
ill, Edward Bok, Giovanni Papini, 
Booth Tarkington, Joseph Conrad, 
John Galsworthy Sinclair 
Lewis. It is to be noted that only 
sixty-seven persons agreed on as 
many as five of the winning titles. 

A few facts about the ten receiv- 
ing the highest popular vote: 

“The Outline of History,” by H. 
G. Wells, was published in 1920 in 
two large volumes and at once 
caught the public attention as an 
interpretation of history from a 
new viewpoint. It is a commentary 
on the life of man from the Stone 
Age to 1920. The author has un- 
dertaken to revalue all recorded 
events and outstanding personali- 
ties on the basis of how much each 
has contributed to the ultimate 
good of humanity. His judgments 
haye provoked hostile as well as 
friendly comment. 

“The Four ,Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse” was written by the 
Spanish novelist, Blasco Ibanez, in 
the early years of the World War, 
and the English transiation was 
published in the United States in 
1918, when we were in the midst 
of the great struggle ourselves. It 
portrays the coming of war, pesti- 
lence, famine and death to a fam- 
ily from the Argentine after one

of Jesus in a style remarkable for 
its literary quality and loving sym- 
pathy. 

The voters who chose Winston 
Churchill's “The Crisis” showed 
that this romance of our Civil War 
had created an impression on them 
deem enough to last twenty years 
or more, for the book was pub- 
lished in 1801, or two years after 
“Richard Carvel” had braughkt 
fame and feortume te tne author. 
The novel, whose scenes are chief- 
ly in St. Louis, embodies the fierce 
political movements of the time, 
and includes Lincoln, Grant and 
Sherman among its characters. 

The short stories of Sydney Por- 
ter, who wrote under the pen- 
mame of ©.

“by any living Russian who may 
attempt to make the Russian 
Revolution intelligible to the out- 
side world.” The only commen- 
tary that can truthfully be made 
in regard to this dictum of Ross, 


is that his understanding of an/|' 


impartial attitude differs from 
that of the average American read- 
er. There is no doubt that in all 
cases he gives the facts to the 
beat of his knowledge. But where- 
ever there is an opportunity to 
draw an inference, it is invariably 
utilized in favor of the soviet gov- 
ernment, and whenever a histort- 
cal justification or palliation of 
their actions can be found, the op- 
porttinity is never neglected. 

The various campaigns against 
the Bolshevist government,  or- 
ganized respectively by Kolchak, 
Deniken and Wrangel, are ¢x- 
haustively described, the Allies be- 
ing held responsible for each of 
these, while the people of the al- 
lied countries were kept in. igno- 
rance of their movements. Prof. 
Ross writes of these attempts to 
interfere in the internal affatrs 
of Russia in a white heat of in- 
dignation. 
As for Russia, that great na- 
tion ts now, as in the days of the

THREE PAINTERS OF

A lyric, according to my dic- 
tionary, is a poem fitted to be sung 
to the lyre.

Why, then, do I cap- 
tion this brief article ‘Three 
Painters of Lyrical Landscape?” 
Am I not applying the right word 
to the wrong thing? 

Not if you stop to think that 
all language is but a succession of

metaphors and that all the arts are 
allied. We speak of a coloratura! 
soprano. Of a chiselled sonnet. And 
of a rhythmical statue. Then why 
not make mention of lyric paint- 
ers? The singer's voice has no 
visitfie color, it is true. The son- 
net was not composed with the 
eid of a chisel—uniess, of course, 
the poet lived In the stone age. 
The lines of the statue—which has 
no lines—-have no verbal rhythm. 
So there you are. It appear’, from 
the very genius of human ian-| 
guage, and from the close consan-! 
guinity of the various arts, that we! 
have a perfect right to speak of 
poetic painting. 

Painting is a graphic art. Its 
appeal is through the eye by means 
of color, and, generally, the rep- 
resentation of form. The arrange- 
ment of this color and these forms 
must first of all give us esthetic 
pleasure. Painting is not poetry, 
it is not music. Many of the best 
pictures—some purists say all the 
best—-are not in the least “poetic,” 
they do not “sing.” 

Granted that the primal inten- 
tion of the painter is an esthetic 
appeal to the eye, and that if he 
fails in accomplishing this he is 
not a good painter. How about the 
emotion, the ecstasy he felt in the 
contemplation of nature? If. giv- 
ing us beautiful form and lovely 
color, if, offering us a perfect 
esthetic organization on canvas, he 
is also fortunate enough to bring 
some of his joyous elation into 
the picture, may we not call this 
happy expansion of soul poetry? 
It seems to me that we are right 
to do so. What else, indeed, can 
we call it? | 

I suppose all landscape pairiters 
are lyrical sometimes, even those 
most siavishly following outward 
and visible form. Some always 
paint poetically. Corot did. J. 
Francis Murphy did. Both were 
charming colorists, both give us 
great esthet’c pleasure, yet both 
sing to us, impelling our thoughts 
to wander away from form and 
color into the more ethereal realms 
of art-—-into the uncharted region 
of poetry. 

Three painters who are now and 
again finely livrical in their land- 
scApes are holding exhibitions in’. 
Los Angeles. They are Robert 
Vonnoh, at Stendahls Ambassa- | 
dor: Carl! Oscar Borg, at the Bilt-; 
more Salon, and Hanson Puthuff! 
at the Ebell Club. The last two 
California painters, Robert} 
Vonnoh’s pictures are from New 
England and Franee. The exhi- 
Titions have all been reviewed In 
this column—Puthuff's when he 
was showing at the Biltmore—and 
today I merely want to call your 
attention to a few canvases that 
have, in a marked degree, the lyric- 
ism we afe debating about.. 

Hanson Puthuff is a lyricist in 


paint throught the sheer facility 
of his techpique, his amazing 
virtuosity. Many of his smaller. 


canvases—some of the larger ones, 
too—are veritable improvisations. 
We can't imagine him working on 
them .more than once. Here, in 
fact, lies his great danger-——he may 
paint exuberantly when he has! 
nothing particular to say, he may, 
paint superficially. But he is so! 
genuine an artist that he almost! 
never does. His pictures are songs. 
to mature, as truly lyrical in ex- 
pression as the love poems and 
madrigals of the Elizabethans. 
They have refined rhythms. The 
very titles of them are poetic— 


“Flame of Sunset,” “Upland 
Slopes,” “Tenderness of Morning 
Light.", 


I have had occasion to speak, 
more than once, of the classical 
note in the figures and landscapes 
of Carl Borg. They often have 
the static dignity of sculptures. 
They are “arranged” with a beau- 
tiful precision. Sometimes, how- 
ever, the artist lets himself down! 
to a more spontaneous expression, | 
and then he becomes lyrical. This’ 
gracious poetic note is invariably | 
in landscape, in such canvases as 
the charming “Spring.” in the' 
flowing, tender lines of “The Horse 
Pasture’ and in the lilt and lift 
of “Eucalyptus Trees.” 

~Vonnoh is an older and more ex- 
perienced painter than either Borg 
or Puthuff. His later landscapes 
have a note of great tenderness, a 
note at once introspective and} 
retrospective, a gleam of “the light’ 
that never was on sea or land.” 
Yet he sings of epring quite As 
often as of autumn—perhaps 
oftener—and never except in a 


voice of quite jubilation. 
“Again the bloom, the  north- 
ward flight, 
The fount freed at its silver 
height.” 
He gives us richly “fragrant 


shadows scarred with light.” Here. 
are lush greens transmuted into 
emeralds that seem to float en 
opaline mist. The budding wil- 
lows reach upward to the sun, 
their feet set in cool brooks. Here 
are the golds and reds of the 
tattered garment that a hurrying 
Indian summer has flung over her 
gleaming shoulders. Here is 
April's song, and October's. We 
find the tune in such pictures as 
“Happy Hours,” “Gray, Green and 
Silver,”” “Tender Days,” “Fisher- 
man's Haunts,” and “Setting Moon’ 
and Morning Mists.” What in-| 
triguing titles! 

Who dares to say that “lyrical 
landscapes’ is a misnomer for the 
pictures by Vonnoh, Puthuff and 
Borg that I have mentioned? 


RITSCHEL AND RYDER 
AT CANNELL GALLERY

tion among picture-lovers when it 
was first seen in Los Angeles a 
few months ago. It was not, how- 
ever, until I walked into the Can- 
nell-Chaffin galleries this week 
and came upon this painting, hang- 
ing in -.slightly dimmed daylight, 
that I realized what a masterly 
work it is. The artificial lights 
were turned on, and presto! the 
subte color values changed and the 
wonder of the picture vanished. 
Daylight again, and there lay the 
delicately blue ocean tumbled by 
the fresh evening breeze. Glamour 
of pale gold forms an uncertain 
path over the waters, and in mid- 
distance a foaming breaker roars 
shoreward. 

The picture is very subtly de- 
signed and balanced. In color it 
is a triumph of impressionism. You 
are indubitablv looking at dhe 
water, but through a magic atmos- 
phere. Few living marine painters 
know the sea as Ritschel does. 
The man, old sailor that he is, 
seems part of the sea itself, his 
gestures and attitudes seem born of 
the sea, &ind his sea-going adven- 


tures would make a fascinating 
addition to maritime romance. 
Ritschel is really on intimate 


friendly terms with Father Nep- 
tune, always keeping a wary eye 
on his treacherous temper, and 
when he paints a fine marine you 
feel in it the beauty and the dan- 
ger, the cruel, barren ocean-love 
which will not release the en- 
thralled painter. Out of some such 
mystic union are born paintings 
lite the “Golden Hour” and 
“Moonlight, Tahiti” two of the 
three paintings now on exhibition. 
“Moonlight, Tahiti” is a dream 
of southern seas, dark reefs and 
feathery cocoanut palms against a 
moonlit sky. No doctored-up day- 
light this, but real moonlight. As 
you watch, your eye travels past 
the farthest reef into the silver 
splendor of the “just beyond,” that 
spot to which our dreams all tend. 
You can almost glimpse it, though 
{ts full splendor is “just beyond.” 
“Jewels of the Pacific’ uses a 
sutmarine garden for its theme. 
Among branches of coral, fish swim 
in fine rhythm. A beautiful, deco- 
rative conception, possible again, 
only to one who knows the sea 
thoroughly. a

Answer: I do not believe that 
simply a loose chain would cause 
the shaking you describe, unless 
the engine is loose in the frame 
or the sprockets badly worn. The 
remedy you suggest would do no 
good and might do harm. The 
fact that the chain is too liong 
means that it is badly worn at the 
pins. This makes each link longer 
than the distance from the center 
of one tooth to the center of the 
next. This causes excessive wear on 
the sprockets and if you shorten 
the chain, as you suggest, the re- 
sult will be more rapid wear on 
the sprockets with no relief from 
the vibration (providing the chain 
is the cause of it.) The proper 
thing to do is to put on a new 
chain and if the sprockets are #0 
badly worn as they appear to be 
it may be necessary to put on new 
ones also. It is useless to put a 
new chain on badly worn sprockets 
as the chain will be very short- 
lived but if you put on  pboth 
sprockets and chain, new, you will 
et excellent result«.

The annual report of the Camp 
Fire Girls, which has just been 
published, states “that the Camp 
Fire system of winning honors is 
a successful way to establish hab- 
its of health and enjoyment and 
the art of being ‘livable’ in the 


home and in the-community is. 


proved by the great number of 
honors won by the Camp Fire Girls 
in the seven cfrafts."’ 

During 1923 the total number of 
honors awarded was 1,986,300. Of 
this number 612,000 were awarded 
in home crafts; 298,850 in health- 
craft; 217,000 in hand-craft; 219,- 
000 in citizenship; 138,900 in na- 
ture-craft; 166,500 in business- 
craft; 92,100 in camp-craft; 12,000 
local honors were awarded and 
229,960 required honors. 

The report states that there are 


160,000 Camp Fire Girls and that . 


600,000 girls have followed the 
program of Camp Fire during the 
past eleven years. The average age 
of a Camp Fire Girl is 14% years. 
Of the entire number of girls 6.5 
per cent are of foreign parentage 
and 30,000 little girls are follow- 
ing the program of Camp Fire. 
Of the Camp Fire groups in the 
country 25.5 per cent are organ-

The Camp Fire program is be-  - 


ing successfully used in the fol- 
lowing churches: Baptist, Catholic, 
Christian, Congregational, Commu- 
nity, Disciples of Christ, Evangeli- 
cal, Federated, Hebrew, Lutheran, 
Methodist, Methodist Episcopal, 
Presbyterian, Reformed and Uni- 
versalist. The reason giyen in the 
report for this co-operation with 
churches is that “Camp Fire is 
fundamentally spiritual while its 
mode of expression-—forms, cere- 
monies and such-—is adaptable.

FONDANT CANDY 


Fondant is the basis of all good 
candy, chocolates are dipped after 
they are shaped from it, and near- 
ly all the sweets you buy have fon- 
dant as their original recipe. 

Our grandmothers used to have 
a superstition concerning the mak- 
ing, declaring that it would not 
turn out well unless the skies were 
blue and sunshiny. This has a 
great deal to do with successful 
fondant making, absurd as it may 
seem, for moisture in the air 
seems to affect it in some myster- 
ious manner. 


Mix two cups of sugar with one- 
half cup cold water, and a pinch 
of cream of tartar. Boil slowly 
until it will harden in a cup of 
water; remove from fire, beat and 
place in a stone jar, covering with 
several thicknesses of cloth. 


SALMON LOAF 


To one can of salmon, add one 
and one-half cups of cracker 
crumbs, juice of one-fourth lemon, 
chopped parsely (one teaspoon- 
ful,) lump of butter size of wal- 
nut, salt, pepper to taste, and one 
egg, well beaten. Sprinkle with 
cracker crumbs, and strips of green 
pepper.

“Suprarenal preparations, made from the 
glands located just above the kidneys of 
sheep, are used internally and from the 
substance is prepared a powerful astringent 
and heart stimulant called suprarenalin, 
which is worth something like £100 per 
pound, over 130,000 sheep being necessary 
to produce that weight eupraresalin.

Mineral Elements in Food 


HE amount of mineral elements in foods 

varies greatly, according to the soil in 
which the food is raised. Otto Carque 
writes: 

“In studying tables of food analyses, one 
important fact is generally overlooked, viz., 
the wide variation in the chemical composi- 
tion of the mineral matter in food products 
of the same kind. Thus we see, for in- 
stance, in cow's milk a vartation of the 
total mineral matter from 9.35 per cent to 
1.21 pér cent; in grapes from 0.36 to 0.70 
per cent; in potatoes from 0.42 to 1.46 per 
cent; in peas from 1.76 to 3.49 per cent, 
while soda, lime and iron vary as follows:

As long as farmers continue to 
fumigate and spray deteriorated vegeta- 
tion, instead of seeking for the cause of 
such deterioration; as long as doctors, be- 
ing unable to distinguish between cause and 
effect, inject vaccine and serums into de- 
generated tissues, just so long will disease 
decimate mankind, notwithstanding the 
tn -lauded progress of science.

and deriving its ‘knowledge’ from the test 
tubes of the laboratory instead of directly 
from nature—the eternal source of all life, 
and the fountain of truth and wisdom.”

VASSAR GIRLS MARRY 


yo College sends more of its grad- 
uates to the altar than any other large 
college for women. Of its alumnae 60 per 
cent marry, and in the last few years the 
interval between graduation and marriage 
has been decreasing. Each year shows an 
increase in the proportion of married wom- 
en to the whole of Vassar alumnae. 

There is still, however, a gap between 
the matrimonial records of women colleg- 
fans and that of the great American sister- 
hood of which they form a part. While 60 
per cent of marriages is high for college 
women it would be low for American 
women generally. In 1920 more than 60 per 
cent of women of 15 or above in the Unit- 
ed States were married, while 11.1 per 
cent were widowed and eight-tenths of 1 
per cent were divorcees. Close to three- 
quarters of the entire female population 
of eligible age were or had been married. 
Vassar, coincidentally with publishing its 
marriage statistics, announced a $400,000 
gift to be used for the establishment of a 
achool for alumnae who wish to return to 
the college and study “on their own.” Per- 
haps Vassar College, which seems to cherish 
the laudable ambition of excelling in matri- 
mony, may move the faster in that direc- 
tion because it offers its alumnae the op-

and women. The number of boy babies. to 
every hundred girl babies, which during the 
six years before the war had averaged 
106.2, jumped in 1916 to 107.21 in 1917 to 
107.40, in 1918 to 107.63, and in 1919 to 

108.03—the maximum figure.”

Foot and Mouth Disease 
HERE has been an epidemic of foot and 
mouth disease in Northern California. 
The “health authorities” announced that 
they had “stamped it out”—by the simple 
pian of killing all the infected cattle. Per- 
haps they will try that next with human 
epidemics. Not a word about removing the 
cause. 
An old acquaintance in the Bast sends 


me this communication on the subject: 


“I see by the papers that there is a ‘foot- 
and-mouth disease’ scare rampant in your 
golden State. As I have owned several 
large herds of cattle and have had a good 
deal of experience with this so-called terri 
ble disease, it might Interest you to know 
what I have learned from experience re- 
garding ‘epizo-otic stomatitis,’ or ‘epidemic 
sore-mouth,’ also known as ‘foot-and-mouth 
disease.’ 

“For many years I experimented to see 
whet effect salt had on cattle and all do 
mesticated animals. It happened that one 
of my large herds of cows had never had 
any salt, as I had raised them from calves 
and had never allowed a bit of salt on that 
farm. While scores of cows and other cat- 
tle were having this foot-and-mouth dis 


Every one of the afflicted animals 
been fed with the same kind of feed, 
very one had been fed salt. The feed 
had been fed was very dry.

have any diseased cattle, though his 
neighbor’s cattle had it very bad. ; 
“Some of the dairies sold their milk right 
along, until the cows could not chew, and 


visited the families that had been using the 
milk from the cows with the disease. I did 
not find any sickness that cohl¢ be at- 
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not salt eaters. 
“I learned that this disease is a self- 
limiting disease and that every animal 


would soon get well if allowed to act in a 
natural manner and all salt kept from 
them. | 


“I learned that the milk from the sick 
cows, although not recommended for use, 
yet did not cause any sickness among 
babies or adults. 

“IT learned that the scare was worse than 
the disease, and that if all doctors of every 
kind were kept away from the sick animals 
everyone soon recovered in good shape. 

“IT learned that the regular method of 
‘treating’ this disease is too primitive. To 
kill the animal is as foolish as decapitating 
a person to ‘cure’ a headache. 

“T learned that the food and manner of 
keeping the cattle are the cause of the dis- 
ease. It is ‘catching’ just so far as the 
same food goes, but herds fed entirely dif- 
ferent from those with the trouble very 
rarely, if ever, ‘catch’ the disease. 

“T learned that all animals do far better 
without salt than with it. 

“I Jearned that drinking water loaded 
with alkali was a predisposing factor in 
causing foot-and-mouth disease, but that of 
six cows drinking from the same vessels— 
three of the cows having been fed salt and 
the other three never having been fed it~ 
the nonsalted cows did not take. the dis- 
ease. | 

“You will say that I should inform the 
government and officials of my extensive 
experience and investigations, which have 
cost me many dollars. Yes, I have tried 
to inform them, but it will not work. Too 
many are out of a job to make the ‘find 
ings’ attractive. 

“The cattle dealer is cut down in his 
dealings if the cows get well unaided. The 
doctors are damaged if they are not con- 
sulted in the matter. There are other rea- 
sons why the natyral findings above cited 
are not enthusiastically received by poli- 
ticlans in the Eastern States, and maybe 
the same obtains in your Western States.

Trust, that is ceaselessly working for abso- 
lute control of the bodies of the American 


“Lacking the ability that is needed to 
compete with drugiess and other physi- 
clans not of their school, and realizing that 
they are gradually losing the confidence 
and patronage of a large part of the pub- 
lic, they are turning to the lawmakers for 
relief. They intend to force the public, 
through laws of various kinds, to accept 


tive halls in this country is controlled by 
the American Medical Association. This 
organization gives a great deal of time to 
legislative matters. Osteopaths, chiroprac- 
tors, naturopaths, and other physicians who 
do not believe in drugging methods, are 
beginning to get such a foothold that some 
of the strictly medical practitioners are 
scared almost into spasms. They are get- 
ting busy, therefore, with their old favorite 
plan that has operated so well in the past. 
They expect to make laws that will com- 
pel people to patronize them, regardless of 
the nal opinions. 

“There were recently introduced in the 
Legislature of the State of New Jersey 
Bills No. 77 and No. 159. These bills would 
make it unlawful for physical culturists to 
teach or use physical culture in institutions, 
sanitariums or fn private practice unless 
they have first been examined by the medi- 
cal board controlled by the American Medi- 
cal Association. Exactly similar _ restric- 
tions would be placed on osteopaths, chiro- 
practors, naturopaths and practically all 
drugiess physicians by these same bills, 
Similar bills are expected to be introduced 
into the New York State Legislature. 

“What the American Medical Association 
wants is a monopoly of the healing art, and 
if they put over their restrictive plans, the 
Statue of Liberty which now ornaments the 
harbor of New York may well bow its head 
in shame. 

“It is a crime for the manufacturers of 
soap to form a monopoly to control the 
price of soap, but it is entirely all right 
for the allopathic school of medicine entire- 
ly to control the health and life of the 
whole of this country according to the 
A Association. 

proposed laws pass in the 
States of New York and New Jersey, it is 
planned that they should also be introduced 
in the legislatures of the various States of 
the Union. 

“And then Gold help us as a free nation! 

“Serums, antitoxins, vaccinations, all the 
various fads that have been inaugurated in 
not a few instances largely for their money- 
making value, will be foisted upon liberty- 
lo America. 

drugging methods of treatment do not 
suit you, the law will step in and tell you 
that you must be drugged. Has not the 
American Medical Association decided that 
drugs and serums are the only means of 
curing diseases and that they have a mo 
nopoly en all knowledge appertaining there- 
to? That no one has a right to express an 
opinion in reference to the science of heal- 
ing outside of their ranks. That they are 
the authority, and al who disagree with 
them are ignoramuses? 

“We heard a great deal about ‘Me and 
God’ when the Kaiser was in the heyday of 
his power, but for bombastic dogmatism 
and all-around pretense many of the mem- 
bers of the Medical Trust are in a class by 
themselves. 

“To my mind allopathic medicine is the 
biggest humbug—the crowning absurdity 
of this age. A large part of it, especially 
om rtaining to drugs, is pure bunkum, 

when the members of this profession 
proceed to use compulsory legislation as a 
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brazen and financially biased e@tetm, they 
stepping considerably beyond their 


“And my statements with reference to 
the ineffectiveness of drugging methods are 
not based on prejudice or guesses. I have 
personally seen thousands of their victims, 
and indirectly through my literature I have 
come in contact with literally hundreds of 
thousands. I am therefore talking from 
first-hand knowledge, not from wild guess 
ing. 
“This country is not made up altogether 

incompetents, mollycoddies and _ aill- 
who are willing to use every possible legal 
means to fight for the liberties that are 


gradually being taken away from them. 


“And TI say to each one of you, gird up 
your loins, get ready for the struggle that 
will ensue when poisons are to be forced 
down your throat and actually into the cir- 
culation of your own vital life stream—the 
blood. 

“A monopoly of any kind is always unfair 
and ultimately destructive in its influence, 
but a monopoly in the healing art is an out- 
rageous impertinence. Its destructive pow- 
er upon the race cannot be estimated. 

“No school of healing, drugliess or other- 
wise, should be allewed such amazing 
powers. 

“My own personal experience with allo- 
pathic medicine and my literally world- 
wide experience with the victims of this 
method of healing have been of such a na- 
ture that I have always had to put a certain 
restraint upon my utterances. To me a 
drugging doctor is a dangerous menace. 
His whole so-called science is founded upon 
false assumption. If he believes in the 
drugs he uses, he knows little or nothing 
of the cause or cure of disease, and the 
very remedies that he uses to effect a cure 
often weaken the patient, and in some 
cases are the direct cause of death. 


“I would not allow an allopathic drugging 
doctor to treat my children under any cir- 
cumstances whatever.

This name 
gradually became Mariposa Lilies, as Cali- 
fornia grew to be an English-speaking com- 
munity; or Mariposa Tulips, as many per- 
sons prefer to call them, since they have 
the tulip structure of three large and three

uniform petals. It may be of interest to 
note that the three outer segme of the 
floral envelope are so widely d t from 


the three inner ones in size, pe, color, 
and ornathentation, that botanists refer to 
them as “sepals”—a term not usually used 
with lily descriptions. 

The petale—that is, the three inner seg- 
ments of the floral envelope—carry most 
of the color, and are so much the larger, 
that the sepals are quite overlooked by the 
ordinary observer. Yet the flower would 
have an air of incompleteness without the 
sepals. They add what we might call “chic” 
to the composition. Their more subdued 
tints give variety to the color-scheme, and 
their long slender form furnished the 
needed relief for the wide expanse of petals, 
In pose, the sepals furnish a greater diver- 
sity than the petals, in some species re- 
curving into circles, while in others their 
long pointed tips project above and between 
the petals, with just enough twist and curve 
to be attractive. 


Encroach on Ancients 


N USING the term “butterfly,” the/ 

Spanish encroached a little on ancients, 
who gave the name of “papilionaceous”— 
that is, “butterfly-like”—to the flowers of 
the pea family. As to which application of 
the name is the more appropriate is scarce- 
ly worth our while here to discuss—or at 
any time, for that matter, as they are both 
quite likely to stand for all time to come. 
In regard to its use with our beautiful wild 
tulips, we should be thankful that the 
Spanish chose so euphoneous and descrip- 
tive a name. 

Calochortus—"“beautiful grass”—the bota- 
nist named the genus which he established 


to include the Mariposas, referring to their, 


grasslike leaves and exquisite flowers. The 
Calochorti belong solely to the western 
coast of North America. So we may claim 
them for our very own. The farthest east- 
ward anyone of them has been found is in 
Nebraska, where a single species grows. 
They range from British Columbia to 
Mexico, but the great majority occur only 
in the United States. 

California is especially favored, not only 
in the number of species which are confined 
to her borders, but also in the size and 
beauty of the flowers. And the largest and

now recognized; but as there is much hybri 
dizing among them, a positive identification 
of species is often difficult. Most of the 
commoner species, however, are so strongly 
and individually marked as to ” easily 
recognized. 


Three Sub-Croups 


HERE are three sub-groups of the Calo- 
chorti, the respective characteristics of 
which are so pronounced as to be easily 
noted by the most casual observer. They 
are as follows: 

(1.) The Star Tulips, which hiss short, 
pliant stems; open, erect, starlike flowers; 
and nodding seed-pods. The petals are 
hairy on the inside, and of such shape and 
pose, that the name of Cat’s Ears, by which 
they are known, seems very fitly applied 
There are none of these in Southern Cali- 
fornia. There are several in Central and 
Northern California—all of exquisite charm. 
and beauty—but they belong more particu- 
larly to Oregon, Washington and the neigh- 
boring States. There are about fifteen 
species in all. 

(2.) The Globe Tulips, which have taller, 
less-pliant, more-branching stems; sub- 
globose flowers, and nodding seed-pods. We 
have only one in Southern California, the 
Fairy Lantern, or Satin Bell (C. albus)—of 
which I shall have somewhat to say a little 
farther along. Anotlier species of the Globe 
Tulips comes down to the rather indefinite 
line between Northern and Southern Call- 
fornia, but scarcely reaches what we may 
consider the latter region. There are only 
five or six species in all. 

(3.) The Butterfly Tulips, or Mariposas, 
which have stiffer, taller, and more erect 
stems; large cup-shaped flowers; and erect 
seed-pods. Of these Southern California 
has ten or a dozen, among them being 
some of the finest of their kind—which 
means they rank with the world’s most 
beautiful flowers. The grasslike leaves of 
the Mariposas are mostly basal—in some 
species entirely so—and get their growth 
during the rainy season. In the late spring 
or early summer the leaves begin to die, 
and in some species dry away entirely be 
fore the flower-stalk appears. 

Survey in Detail 

WILL now take up each of these groups 
in fuller detail, giving most of the space 
to the Mariposas—as they deserve. 

While in a general way I am restricting 
this survey of the lily family to those mem- 
bers of the group which are found in South- 
ern California, I am here going beyond the 
border for a little space, in order that the 
Star Tulips, the “little sisters” of the Mari- 
posas, may not be left entirely out of con- 
sideration. Of those I have seen blooming,

ing it there, and she gave me such explicit 
directions as to where it grew, that we had 


no difficulty in locating it—not far from the | 


old Lemon apple orchard, near the banks of 
the Merced. I say “we,” for Mrs. Fultz was 
as deeply interested in the quest as I, and 
it was she who found the first flower. Al- 
though not permitted the thrill of discov- 
ery, there was intense pleasure at the first 
sight of this dainty, retiring member of 
the lily family—and no other one of several 
which we discovered that same day, or of 
those which I have seen at different times 
since, is so vividly fixed in my memory. It 
was pure-white, although some of the others 
that we found in the near vicinity were 
faintly tinted with lavender. And as far as 
I can now recall, all that I have elsewhere 
seen have had more or less lavender—some 
being very strongly tinted. 


The Caf's Ears 


HE Cat’s Ears we found in the Yo-| 


semite were the smaliest-flowered of 
their kind that I have ever seen. They 
were scarcely more than three-fourths of an 
inch wide, and they had narrow petals that 
did not fully meet when outspread. The one 
herewith pictured had much wider petals 
and was fully an inch across. All I have 
seen have been alike, hairy on the inside of 
the petals; and all in pose and appearance 
have quite merited the name of Cat’s Ears. 


The Yellow Star Tulip apparently is an 
“edition” of the Cat’s Ears “done in gold.” 
The two are of the same size, shape and 
hairiness, Its range is confined pretty 
closely within the limits of the gold area 
on the west slope of the Sierra Nevadas. 
And it seems quite appropriate that its 
home should be in the region which has 
yielded so much of the shining metal. 


The name of globe tulip is well applied 
to this group to which the Fairy Lantern 
belongs. We can scarcely help thinking of 
this when we look at the flower. The 
petals do Bot open to form a cup-shape, but 
keep their tips turned inward—crossing one 
another in a fashion at once pretty and 
unique. Although the petals are in the 
main pearly-white, with a satiny sheen, 
they are nearly always tinged with purple 
at the base. They are covered on the in- 
side with fine silky hairs, and fringed on 
the edges with shorter, stiffer ones. They 
have a hump on the ontside, well down to 
ward the base, which ubdally bas a greenish 
a although there may be some purple 

The stalk of the Fairy Lantern is slen- 


Santa Paula Canyon, and the Sespe, in Ven- 


ing on a rosy tinge. Along the Kern River 
it takes on a positive rose-pink, and at the 
same time seems more inclined to open its 
petals. The botanists credit this with be- 
ing a different species, C. amoenus. On 
Santa Cruz Island it is also strongly tinted 
with pink, but keeps the globe-shape, with 
the tips of the petals crossed. It has a 
heavier, taller stalk, however, and the flow- 
ers are larger, than on the mainland. Yet 
we can scarcely make another species of it 
—the difference in size and tinting doubt- 
less being due to long residence under dif- 
ferent conditions.

Petroleum has 
been mined in a very small way in differ- 
ent parts of Rumania for centuries. The 
field is known to be one of the oldest in the 
world in point of actual production and its 
statistics show that it was mined commer- 
cially two years before the Drake well was 
put down in the United States. For a lons 
time the wells were dug by hand and large 
basins about fifteen feet square and fifty 
feet deep were made to hold the oil. At 
firct the drillers were not able to go below 
150 feet, and they dropped snow into the 


800 feet deep and the were 
washed in large wooden vessels half filled 
with water. The water forced the oil 
of the sand and it floated on the 
Later still the of] was hauled out of these 
dug wells in wooden barrels, the horses 
dragging the barrels up by means of s 
windlass, and sometimes ox skins were 
used the same way, just as they raise water 
in Northern India today for irrigation. 
After the foreign drillers came in pros- 
pecting went on everywhere and new fields 
were discovered. Among those tested was 
this Moreni field, against the advice of Dr. 
Nerasic, the head of the Geological Instt- 
tute of Rumania. That learned doctor said 
there was so little chance of finding oil in 
Moreni that he would agree to drink every 
quart taken out of the region. 


Opportunities for 
Foreigners 


HERE are but few opportunities for 

wildcat oil men in Rumania. American 
prospectors come in, look over the ground, 
and go away in disgust. One reason is the 
difficulties of drilling and another the ex- 
pense, and last, but by no means least, is 
the stranglehold which the government has 
on the industry. According to the laws en- 
acted before and since the war, all the oi! 
taken out of the ground must be refined in 
Rumania, and no crude oil, fuel oil, or 
naptha may be exported. 

Two thirds of every oil product must be 
sold in Rumania at prices fixed by the gov- 
erhment. This makes it possible to export 
only one-third of the product. The gasoline, 
korosene, and other oils made in the re 
fineries have to be sold at miserable prices, 
For a long time the foreign companies were 


Ramanian peasant girls are taught at an 
early age to knit, sew and weave, for they 
are expected to make all the family 
clothing.

delivering gasoline at 4 and 6 cents a gal- 
lon when it was selling at home for 27 and 
30 cents. It is now selling here at 8 or 9 
cents a gallon, although the export price is 
19 or 20 cents. 

The average price of a tank car from the 
oil refineries is now $110 in Rumania, 
whereas the. crude oil itself at home is 
worth $132.50. I understand also that pref- 
erence is sometimes given to Rumanians as 
to oil concessions, so on the whole I would 
not advise Americans to come here to make 
oil investments. 

In closing my letter, I want to say a word 
or so about the Standard Oil Company 
here in Rumania. Its investments amount 
to upward of $20,000,000. It was one of the 
first foreign companies to aid in establish- 

‘ the industry and 
today it does a busi- 
ness larger than any 
other company « with 
the exception perhaps 
of the Royal Dutch 
Shell. 


I have gone over its 
works and they are 
wonders of efficiency 
and modern invention 
in a land where most 
of the methods are 
crude. in the extreme. 
It has a_ high-class 
force of men, and the American colony 
which lives here at Ploesti is a refresh- 
ing oasis in this great desert of East 
On the outskirts of the town the 
company has some thousands of acres, and 
here it has built up a settlement which 
might be transplanted bodily to the best 
suburbs of any American city and not be 
out of place. 

Beautiful brick houses of two stories, 
each facing large well-kept lawns, decorated 
with trees and flowers, run for perhaps 
a mile on each side of a wide macadam- 
ized roadway not far from the refineries. 
The settlement has a good school and club- 
house. It has tennis courts, ball grounds, 
and its swimming pool of the purest spring 
water would cover a good-sized city 10t.

’ Paris it is very easy, because from the be- 


ginning of the winter season until after the 
Grand Prix, which takes place in June, the 
white tie is always worn without question.” 
In London very much the same thing holds 
good, but white ties seem to be worn less 


and less in America. 


The very young man of today rarely 
seems to consider the occasion important 
enough to demand full dress. I think that 
a pity! In fact, I think it is too bad that 
men pay as little attention to their clothes 
in America as tHey do. Even during the 


- geason in New York one rarely sees a cut- 


away and top hat, and yet there is nothing 
smarter or better looking than a _ well 
tailored cutaway and topper. 


London for Men's Clothes 

ONDON is the mecca for men’s clothes. 

just as Paris is for women’s. When 
one arrives in London from America one is 
struck by the good looks of the men, yet 
they are really no better looking than 
American men. It is merely that they take 
more trouble about their appearance. Cer- 
tain Americans have lately taken the atti- 
tude that it is effeminate and unnecessary 
to “dress up,” as they call it. We have 
only to look back through history, however, 
to realize that during years when men were 
certainly anything but effeminate in action 
they were extremely particular about their 
appearance. ; 

Even if we grant that there may be some 
excuse for a busy man’s carelessness in 
dress during the day, he should certainly 
be able to take the trouble to dress in the 
evening—or at least when going to formal 


or important entertainments. I shall never 


become reconciled to seeing men at dances, 
not only wearing dinner coats and black 
ties, but even soft shirts and collars. This 
fashion is entirely inexcusable. It is true 
that so far it has been affected only by the 
young boy. The older men, and even most 
young men, look upon it with disapproval. 
However, the young boy is the young man 
of the future, and if he gets into the habit 
of dressing this way now he probably will 
not change. . 

I suppose this informality in dress is 
merely another phase of the general infor- 
mality of manner of today. The question 
of dressing’ in America has, however, gone 
much farther than the decision for the 
black tie sather than the white. Look at 
the average theater audience. One rarely 
sees a dinner coat—with the exception of 
opening night, and perhaps a few succeed- 
ing nights. 

The woman, who probably in her way 
has had as trying a day as her husband, 
generally has taken the trouble at least to 
change her dress, if not to put on evening 
clothes.

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INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON

IS is a time for gardening, the one 

best garden time of all the year. We 

may sow and plant almost anything. 
Any annvral may be sown and it is timely 
for nearly all perennials. I would not sow 
sweet peas now, however, for they are a 
cool weather crop. Sown. now, they will 
flower in hot weather, with small flowers, 
poor colors, short stems and few on a stem. 
If in bloom now or for a month hence they 
will have none of these defects. If one has 
a position where plants may be protected 
from noon-~lay sun, summer sweet peas may 
be grown. 


Perennial-rooted plants that grow in mats 
or clumps should be divided if they have 
not been so treated for some years. Golden 
red, golden = glow, perennial sunflowers, 
Shasta daisies and mats of this class may 
he torn to shreds and every little piece 
planted. Every rooted top of Sweet Wil- 
liams will grow. But with “crown clumps.” 
such as phiox, larkspur, the divisions 
should be made so one or more eyes or buds 
are on piece of root. 

Plants of all kinds may also be moved 
now und there never was so good a time to 
tertilize lawns. The grass is now growing 
ronkiy and will feed rankly if given oppor- 
tunity. Cuttings ef all bedding plants, 
chrvsanthemums, Violets and host of 
staples will root in a box of sharp sand. 
Chrysanthemum Culture 

Chrysanthemums may be propagated at 


top which vou wish te Newer shovld be re- 
moved, This ix easily accomplished as 
“non us the lower buds show, by “rubbing” 
them: out with the finger: they are very 
brittle. Keep the plants fairly well watered 
feed lightly, but so svon as the first 
unis appear, feed heavily. If you can get 
plenty of good stable manure nothing is 
better for genecal feeding. As growth con- 
tinues, feed more and more. tf you. wish 
te get vnusual results, feed a small quanti- 
ty of hone meal twice a week, work into the 
soil around the buse of plants. This feeding 
must stop when the buds show color, or you 


will “burn” the buds. Heavy watering must 
continue until the flowering = svason is 
over. 


Tin-Can Nurseries 


It has been found so convenient, 80 eco- 
nomical in many ways, to use tin cans in 
place of pots for plants, that some estab- 
lishinents have been dubbed “tin can nurs- 
eries.” Their use is justified by results. 
Gallon fruit cans are usually the smallest 
used, five-gallon square coal-oil cans are 
medium and ten-gallun round lard cans are 
not uncommon. 


The gallon cans are obtained from res 
tavrants and hotels and have contained to- 
matoes, peaches, etc. A fire is built and 
the cans are placed top down in the coals 
for a minute or two. When the solder has 
melted, the can is knocked out of the fire 
with a stick and the top is teft behind or 
falls off “in transit.” The top three inches 
of the can are dipped in asphalt or tar as 
they first rust out at top of soil and above. 
Thereafter, the bottom first decays. Drain- 
age is usually provided by making a couple 
of gashes in the bottom with corner of 
hatchet. When plants are to be removed 
the best tool to use is a chisel or govge. 
The latter is the better as it “follows” or 
will not “jump the track” as you push it 
down each side of the can from top to bot- 
tom. The process is as easy as cutting 
paper. Some chop down each side with a 
hatchet. but this is slow, clumsy and quite 
unsatisfactory. After slitting the = sides, 
spread the top open and the ball of soil is 
easily removed if well-knitted with roots.

No farmstead or city lot should be with- 
out its vegetables and -its fruit, 


once, either by dividing them to single 
sheots, or by rooting the tips in the sand. 
Cut them about three inches long, to a 
joint, press firmly in the sand, keep them 
moist, but not too wet. As soon as they 
are well rooted, put them into three-inch 
pots and allow them to remain there as long 
as possible without becoming potbound. 
They are then planted in rows in their per 
manent positions, about. eighteen inches— 


apart, leaving sufficient space between the 
rows to give the necessary attention. 


If the soil is sandy, it needs a_ liberal 
supply of cow manure, which must be quite 
rotten. or it will burn the roots. of the 
plants as soon as the hot weather com- 
mences. During July all chrysanthemums 
should be cut back. If your plants are not 
so treated. you will probably get flowers 
before the hot weather is over and they 
will be small. If cut back in time, and giv- 
en plenty of food and drink, they will pro- 
duce flowers in October. As the plants 
crow up they should be staked and tied, one 
stalk or stem to a stake. Some sorts often 
run-up to eight feet. but this is not general 
and is most inexcusable. Plants should be 
tied with raffia, procurable at any seed 
store. or with strips of cloth torn into quar- 
ter-inch widths, or with some very large 
soft twine, like candle wicking.

And since all hen fruit is subject 
to size and quality the weight of eggs as- 
sumes high commercial rank. This is sub- 
ject to seasonal production and the ration 
that is fed. A recent bulletin, from the 
Virginia Experiment Station, gives some in- 
teresting data bearing on a series of experi- 
ments bearing on these poirts. These may 
be summarized as follows: 

1, Chickens which received a liberal 
umount of protein of animal origin while 
young developed more rapidly and began 
to lay at a younger age than did their sis- 
ters whose supply of protein of animal ori- 
gin was restricted. 

2. The younger the pullets when begin- 
ning to lay, the smaller were the first eggs 
laid. 

3. The younger the pullets when begin- 
ning to lay, the greater was the percentage 
increase in the weight of the eggs. 

4. There was no correlation between 
eariy maturity in fowls and mean egg 
weight for the pullet year. 

5. An improperly balanced ration fed to 
growing chickens increased variability with 
respect to both the number and mean 
weight of eggs laid during the pullet year. 

é. The characteristic egg weight of the 
first few eggs that were laid by a _ pullet 
tended to persist throughout the pullet year. 

7. The data indicated that the heavy 
lavers laid eggs that were at least as heavy 
as the average for the breed or strain. 

8. Pwiets and laying hens were heaviest 
in the spring. 

9. The maximum egg” production was 
reached in April or May. 

10. Pullet eggs. increased in weight from

11. ‘With yearling hens the eggs lightest 
in weight were laid during the summer 
months. 

12. The more eggs laid during any par- 
ticular period, the smaller they tended to 
become for that period. 


13. With the pullet the mean weight of 
the eggs increased concurrently with the 
increase in the weight of the birds. 


Obviously weight and quality of eggs de- 
pend upon several factors. In the first place, 
breeds and variety are to be considered. 
The Minorcas lay large eggs and the Ham- 
burgs rather small ones. Between these 
two are the great commercial breeds that 
produce the bulk of our market eggs. The 
breeds represented in this group are the 
Leghorns, Anconas and Anualvsians; the 
Rocks, Wyandottes and Reds; and the Or- 
pingtons. Seasonal production also wields 
an influence, thus the larger and better 
quality of hen fruit is harvested in the 
spring of the year. And finally, there is the 
feeding ration, which is a matter somewhat 
under the control of the egg farmer. From 
a breeder's standpoint it is well to remem- 


_ ber. that heavy eggs usually hatch out heavy 


chicks. It is also interesting to know that 
when a hen lays for several days in succes- 
sion, the first egg is generally the heaviest. 


Handling Market 

Accorting to Federal statistical authority 
the total value of poultry wm 1922 for the 
entire country was $354,199,000. Consider. 
ing that fully 98 per cent of thia vast 
amount of bird life will meet a_ violent 
death in order to become &@ food in the 
human dietary, we gain some idéa of the 
important place that table fowl occupy in 
our domestic economies. 

In the corn-belt States the American 
breeds are dominant on the general farms, 
where poultry is mostly grown as a side 
crop; in California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton poultry is a main or specialized crop 
and the dominant breed is the Leghorn, 
with the Rocks and Reds as second choice. 
Under these conditions grading is much 
simplified, the shipments of table fowl be- 
ing limited often to a single breed and 
scarcely ever more than two or three va- 
rieties. But even then it is advisable to 


ship each variety in separate crops. Dif- 


ferent size birds and the sexes should also 
be differentiated. It is never advisable to 
ship poultry on the hoof the latter part of 
the week; it is bad to have live poultry to 
arrive late Saturdays—better postpone ship- 
ment to the following Monday, which will 
avoid considerable shrinkages in weight. 
Ship so that the trading will be done the 
same day. 

The Department of Agriculture advises 
that it is desirable to have poultry arrive 
with empty crops. When it arrives with 
full crops, it is said to be “croppy” and the 
receiver may hold it overnight be‘ore 
weighing or make a deduction in the weight 
to allow for the croppy condition. It pays 
to put birds in good market condition on 
the ranch before shipping; it is also profit. 
able to have the fowl of uniform size and 
reasonably so in weight; the variety and 
breed shovld be uniform. In other words. 
do not “mix” different varieties, even 
though of the same breed. . 


'

No breed among the strictly meat fowl: 
occupies a stronger position among fanciers 
and breeders of Southern California than 
the Cornish; and no breed has been more 
closely exploited in the breeding pen nor 
commanded wider attention from student 


and research workers in poultry culture. 
Twenty-five or more years ago there was

VALUE OF BRUSH COVER 


The tremendous loss from fire in actual 
dollars and cents is far greater than is com- 
monly believed. For example, the area 
burned in 1923, as taken from the official 
records of the United States Forest Service 
and the Los Angeles County Forester, on 
the Angelus Reserve was 1112 acres, and on 
sounty area outside the reserve, 13,415 acres, 
making a total of 14,527 acres.

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NOW IS THE TIME TO PLANT 
= STRING BEANS FOR SUMMER USE 


BY ROSS H. GAST 


©O HOME eraden should be without 
some variety of string beans during the 
growing season, for they are one of the 

most satisfactory home garden crops. They 
can be used as snap beans, shelled green or 
in the matured dry state and for this reason, 
surplus need go to waste. 
Common with most vegetables, the bean 
ia partial to the lighter types of soil, but 
does well on most any sort, when additional 
care is given them. Adobe soils are always 
high in natural plant foods, and produce 
large yields of beans when they are care, 
fully prepated to receive the seed. On the 
other hand, if they are left to pack or dry 
out, the seedling ts will never be seen 
gbove the surface. Many home gardeners 
find that they have a small patch of soll in 
their gardens that fs of lighter texture than 
the rest. That is the spot to plant to beans. 
Beans will thrive and mature at any’ time 
between the last frost of the spring and the 
firat frost of the fall. The first seed can be 
planted early in February, but the plot 
should not be very large, for there ise still 
a chance that Jack Frost may visit with 
disastrous results. A larger planting can 
be made March first, when there is less 
chance that they will be nipped. A Bei

In the fall, it is necessary to ir- 
rigate the soil before planting, and the mois- 
ture content is much easier to control. But 
at any time, the soil should be well spaded 
or plowed, at least twelve inches deep, and 
left with a good muleh @n top, so that the 
seed will have every chance when planted. 
Soll properly prepared will always be warm 
enough to plant by early March.

For all later plantings, especially in the 
small home garden, level culture is best. 
The larger growers plant with a machine 
drill, but the amateur can obtain the same 
results with a hoe. .The surface of the 
plot to be planted should be raked over 
carefully, and then marked off into rows 
thirty inches apart. With a hoe, scrape 
away the dry soil from the surface, exposing 
the moist soil beneath. Then take up about 
one and one-half inches of this soil, keep it 
upon the blade, and drop three or four 
Replace the moist soil-over them, 
and a light mulch of dry soil over all.

Great- 
er yields of better quality can be secured 
by planting in bills and there is less danger 
from mildew, especially for later plantings.

‘Southland will provide + every 
‘head of stock under thelr care, 
BREEDERS TO HOLD

NEED SPECIALIZATION 
IN POULTRY BUSINESS _ 


A broad field for specialization by farm- 
ers in producing table poultry of prime qual- 
ity is felt to exist by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Most poultry, 
says the department, is shipped alive by 
producers because producers are not skilled 
in dressing and are not equipped to handle 
and ship the dressed poultry in good condi- 
tion over long distances. 

Shippers of dressed poultry will find it 
profitable as a rule to fatten the birds for 
a period of ten to fourteen days before kill- 
ing, the department says. Requirements of 
the market to which the poultry are sent 
should determine whether the birds should 
be scalded or dry picked, and also the style 
of dressing. It is extremely important that 
the birds be well bled and thoroughly 
chilled immediately after slaughter, to re 
move all body heat. 

Failure to chill properly is often respon- 
sible for spoilage. In warm weather dressed 
poultry should be shipped packed in ice to 
prevent spoilage in transit. Grading for 
quality, uniformity and size is desirable. 
Shipping of poor quality birds in separate 
packages is also desirable when the quan- 
tity to be shipped is sufficientJy large to 
make this step practicable, department 
poultry experts say. They have also found 
that it probably will not pay to fatten poul- 
try that is in fairly good condition of flesh, 
before shipping them alive, because the 
shrinkage in weight of specially-fattened 
poultry is Mkely to be heavy during the 
journey to market, but if the poultry is 
very thin it will probably pay to fatten the 
birds for a few days or a week. 


In shipping alive, producers are urged to 
grade the birds by age and kind and so far 
as practicable to ae the different classes 
in separate coops. vercrowding in coops, 
especiaily during hot weather, causes 
heavy loss. Feed should be withheld from 
the poultry a sufficient length of time be- 
fore shipping, to insure arrival of the birds 
on the market with empty crops. 


In shipping either live or dressed poultry, 
the department emphasizes the importance 
of determining the best days cf the week 
for poultry on the market selected, and the 
planning of shipments to arrive on those 
days. Care should always be taken that 
coops or containers in which poultry is 
shipped are plainly marked with.the name 
and address of both the receiver ard ship 
per. 

Further detailed information as to the 
proper methods of killing, picking, chilling, 
packing and shipping poultry applicable .to

“We of the snow countries make it a 
point to provide hay in advance for our 
stock, and whether we have a closed or an 
open winter our cattle find ample hay 
stacked on the ranges. We would con- 
sider it poor economy to throw our stock 
upon the ranges without feed other than 
that the ranges provided, no matter how 
open a winter would face us,” the cattle. 
man declared. He figured that the annual 
loss in weight of the California range 
beef, in addition to the enormous loss by 
starvation, is more than an offset by 
what it would cost to provide hay for’ 
winter use. 

Eduardo de la Cuesta, one of the big 
ranch owners who has in recent years been 
raising sheep on his ranch in Santa Ynez 
Valley, agrees with the Wyomig cattle- 
man. He says he ! ago discovered the 
folly of allowing rangé cattle to go through. 
the winter without feeding. 

“I have been feeding my sheep for six 
months, and always feed through the 
winter,” he said. It pays, for the winter-fed 
stock come up to the time when the spring 
forage is available in condition gather 
weight rapidly, and do not have to first 
make up the weight lost during the winter 
famine period. Unuder the California 
stock-raising methods the beef cattle lose 
weight materially through the lean forage 
months of winter and when the spring 
forage does come they have first to make 
up the weight théy have lost before they 
can get additional weight and reach’ a 
prime market condition.

If time 
and labor were plentiful, most of the. old 
paint was heated with a torch and scraped 
off, otherwise they were painted at once 
with a good wagon paint following the 
cleafing and repairing. After the paint 
had.thoroughly hardened and the wagons 
were again put into service, even the most 


a careless workman was found to be a little 


more careful with his new outfit than he 
had been with the old one. 


Paint can be broadly defined as a sub- 
stance that may be applied to the surface 
of wood or metal for the purpose of shut- 
ting out moisture and air, thereby tending 
to lessen deterioration. It may also have 
decorative value, but not necessarily. so. 


If wooden parts are unprotected by such 
surface toverings, they alternately take in 
and give off moisture. These changes de- 
velop checks and cracks which weaken the 
Parts and give decay processes a chance to 
get in their work. Most of our'irons and 
steels are complex substances

CONTROL EFFECTIVE 


The project for squirrel eradication. under- 
taken by all California farm advisers and 


|eounty horticultural commissioners in 1918 


has become an example of thorough-going 
co-operation, according to the annual report 
of the Agricultural Extension Director, Uni- 
versity of California, for 1922-23. 

In the division of labor agreed upon, the 
farm advisers have had charge of the edu- 
cational program for rodent control; .the 
county boards of supervisors have  fur- 
nished the necessary funds; and the coun- 
ty horticultural commissioners have pro 
vided central stations for mixing and dis- 
tributing poisoned barley and other ma- 
terials. Assistance has come also from the 
United States Biological Survey. 

The report shows that rodent control 
methods have been followed on 4331 farms, 
covering 710,208 acres in twenty-eight coun- 
ties of the State, and that apart from the 
49,171 pounds of poisoned barley distrib- 
uted for this purpose, the use of carbon bi-

One. of the beat all around paints for farm 
implements is made of linseed oll and red 
lead. Linseed oil absorbs oxygen and ac- 
tually increases in volume slightly when it 
hardens. The red lead (lead peroxide) 
contains much oxygen and unites chemically 
with the linseed oil, thus forming a very 
good and durable surface covering for both 
wood and metal parts. The standard white 
lead paints are nearly as good as that men- 
tioned above and usuaily samewhat cheap- 
er. Reddish yellow dnd brown paints are 
likely to contain iron oxides and Gays, and 
as a rule are not very desirable for high- 
grade pee Graphite paints may be se- 
cured in variety of dar colors and if of 
good quality are very satisfactory. They, 
like the others mentioned, are essentially 
linseed oil paints. 

. Plow shares, disks, mower sickles and 
many other parts should be protected when 
not in use by a heavy oil or grease. Paints 
will harden and interfere with proper work 
tng of the parts. One of the most efficient 
farmers that the writer has had an oppor- 
tunity to work with would have his com- 
bined harvester thoroughly cleaned and 
greased at the end of each harvest season. 
All of the iron and many wooden parts were 
treated. It was not the nicest thing in tho 
world to work with at the beginning of the 
next season, but was certainly well ‘protect- 
ed against the moist atmosphere of Central 
California’s Delta region. If bright parts 
are to be protected and kept clean, prus- 
sian blue mixed with engine distillate and 
used as a paint will serve the purpose. 

- Asphaltum and paraffin paints may be 
ery useful in protecting either wood: or 
metal that must be confinuously exposed 
to the weather. They are usually used ‘on 
very large machines and structures and 
must be applied when hot. 

This article is not intended to convey the 
idea that farm implements should be paint- 
ed and not given reasonable protection 
from the weather. The idea is not to house 
with paint, but to house and paint.

This merely goes to prove the principle 
which has long been uhvenasah: That im- 
provement in egg production can only be 
brought about by selection of the best stock 
and Wreeding from it, or by purchasing 
— from breeders who pursue this prac- 


It must also be kept in mind that the ex- 
tra work in selection and trapnesting, and 
the purchasing of good males to fhate with 
these females costs the money and 
time. The only way that he can be re- 
paid is by getting a fair price for the 
stock and eggs that he sells for breeding 


purposes. 

This is mentioned because it has often 
been observed that people starting in the 
poultry business and not freajizing the 
trouble and expense in producing good 
stock wonder why they are asked to pay 
good breeders the prices asked. As men- 
tioned above they must get good prices to 
repay them for their effort. 

From the viewpoint of the purchaser, this 
class of stock is by far the cheapest they 
can purchase inasmuch as they are getting 
the results and experience of a breeder for 
a few dollars, whereas the breeder may 
have been years in getting his flock bred 
up, and this has cost him many times what 
he is asking sek it.

The répatring of a leaky staffing box fs « 
problem often facing the farmer or cream- 
ery operator who operates pumps. Per- 
haps it has been tightened up Very tight- 


tion of a messy place. It has been found 
that there are certain kinds of packing 
and certain methods which give best re- 
sults for various conditions. 

If a stuffing box Is properly designed 
and packed, it should hold even -when it is 
not wn up tight. In fact, it is a mistake 
to tighten a stuffing box too much, for 
such a practice not only causes great wear 
upon she packing. but it may also score the 
pigton or shaft and, of course, consumes 

needlessly. 
For the ordinary water, brine or steam- 
mp stuffing box, a packing which has 
n thoroughly lubricated with graphite 
will usually give best results. The graph- 
ite ‘tends to reduce the wear on both the 
shaft and on the packing. The soaking of 
the packing in of] for a few hours previous 
to use is a very good practice, For stuffing 
* boxes which come in contact with milk. a 
graphited packing should not be used for 
the graphite will work through and con- 
taminate the milk. Square flax packing 
dipped in paraffin is best for this purpose. 

Toole needed for repacking include a 
sharp knife, a rule, a set of packing hooks 
of various sizes and shapes, and a biunt 
end tool of some kind for pushing the 
packing into the stuffing box. 

The measurement of the size of the 
stuffing box is of importance because. pack- 
ing which is too large or too small will not 
be satisfactory. The size is usually taken 
as the distance between the outer part of 
the rod and the inner edge of the stuffing 
box. ff a ring packing is used it will be 
mecessary to measure the diameter of the 
rod and also the diameter of the inside 
of the stuffing box.

Packing a Leaky Stufhing-box. 


to wind the packing around the shaft in 
the direction of rotation, and place i in 
the stuffing box as a continuous piece or 
spiral.

The second is to cut the packing in rings, 
placing each ring separate and with its 
joint in a different position from that of 
the adjacent rings. This method should be 
used especially in packing shallew stuffing 
boxes and for high pressures. 

A very good method of final adjustment 
is to tighten the box up fairly tight and 
then slack off a quarter of a turn. This 
prevents the packing from binding. When 
a packing becomes hard and it is neceéssary 
to tighten it very tight in order to mak it 
hold, it is time for repacking. 

In repacking, all of the old packiag will 
be taken out and all new put in for best 
results.

LOCAL COW-TESTING | 
ASSOCIATION GROWS 


The February report of the Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau Caw-testing Associa- 
tion shows that a larger number of cows 
were tested than in any previous montli 
of the association. There were 5073 grades, 
and 543 purebreds, making a total of: 5616. 
These cows were found in fifty-eight differ- 
ent herds. The average production of 827 
pounds of milk and 33.2 pounds of butter- 
fat, with an average test of 4 per cent 
which is an exceptionally high average in 
view of the fact that approximately 80 per 
cent of the cows in the assocration are Hol 
steins, has been secured by the weeding 
out of poor cows by members of the asso- 
ciation. There were 1430 cows that pro- 
duced more than forty pounds of fat during 
a twenty-nine-day month. 

On the basis.of a thirty-day month, this av- 
erage production would have been increased 
by over a pound of fat per cow, The high- 
est production secured in a grade herd was 
produced by the T. H. bert herd at El 
Monte, with a production -ef 1100 pounds 
of milk, and 43.7 pounds of fat. The high- 
est average production of pure-bred herds 
was produced by the F. F. Pellissier herd of 
twenty-three pure-bred animals, with an av- 
erage of 1185 pounds of milk and 525 
pounds of tterfat. ; 

A cow in the herd of S. E. Lawrence, 
Lankershim, completed a twelve-months 
record during February of 16,813 pourfds of 
milk and 825.1 pounds of butterfat. This is 
said to be an exceptionally good record pro- 
duced in one lactation period, although it 
was not produced within one cow-testing 
year. 


RODENT CONTROL EFFECTIVE 


Lorne 8S. Neville, chief deputy 
tural commissioner, in charge of rodent 
contro! work in Los Angeles county, has 
recently made a complete survey of the 
area in the Antelope Valley coverrd by the 
community squirrel drive conducted there 
last spring, when about 200,000 acres were 
treated for squirrel control. Mr. Neville} 
says that while the weather conditions at 
the time of his inspection were unfavoraople 
for determining accurately the exact re 
sults obtained, there was abundan: evi- 
dence of a satisfactory decrease in the num- 
ber of ground squirtels in the various lo 
calities treated. Another survey will be 
made as soon as practicable, to secure 
more exact data on the results obtained,

Divisions in the box provide for tools, bolts, 
nuts, screws and other materials commonly 
used in the repairing of tractors in the 
field.

“Personal preference is one thing, nw 
tritional value is another; they should not 
be confused. There are many who prefer 
the green olfve as a relish and it certainly 
ia a most excellent one. But is must not be 
inferred from this that its nutritional 
worth is as high as that of the edible por- 
tion of the ripe olive. Again, it has been 
stated that the Spanish olives, even when 
green, contain more oil than the average 
ripe olives in this country. This, also, is an 
erroneous statement, based upon incorrect 
data appearing in some textbooks. Authen- 
tie data gathered from comprehensive ex- 
aminations and analyses clearly indicate 
that, the average percentage of oil yielded 
by the Mission and other varieties as 
grown in California fully equals and in 
many cases exceeds the corresponding fig- 
ures for the same fruit in Europe, irre- 
spective of locality. ‘ 

“Unfortunately, the ripe olive in former 
years had to suffer because of the fact that 
the green or immature olive could be so 
processed as to simulate the appearance 
of the ripest olive that ever was picked. 
This practice was very deplorable, in that 
it militated greatly against the sale of the 
pickled mature ripe olive. It is very grat- 
ifying to be able to state, however, that 
such practices cannot be carried on at 
present owing to an opinion of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, which 
becomes automatically pert of our Call- 
fornia Food Law. In accordance with this 
opinion Mission olives must contain’ at 


the average 


Manzanillo olive should contain a mini- 
mum of 15 per cent in order to be regarded 
as ripe or mature. Olives containing less 
than the percentage of oi! in the flesh just 


«| specified would not be regarded as ripe or 


mature, so that the marketing of such olives 
would, be in violation of our California’ 
Pure Food Law. 

“Furthermore, it may be said that the 
difference in of] does not. indicate the whole 
difference between the two forms of fruit, 
because undoubtedly the ripe fruit is much 
more digestible and readily assimilable 
than the green. The green fruit is unripe 
and thus to a certain extent immature. It 
is readily seen, therefore, that it is to the 
interests of the consumer to buy the ripe 
olive rather than thé green, for he re 
ceives for his purchase far more  nutri- 
ment in the one case than in the other.
